The prisoner is not allowed to hand 
papers to his solicitor, except after the 
Filers have perused them, and this rule is 
vuflicient to balk the» desire of Solicitor 
Waters to get a written confession from his 
recent. client. Cream has, however, pro- 
mised to give Waters a history of his life, 
and this the ofticials may, if they should 
seo fit, hand over to tho lawyer after the 
execution. 

While portions of Creams life story are 
sald to be thrilling, it has been learned 
that the condemned man does not admit to 
the warders of the jail that he made start- 
ling revelations or has acknowledged some 
of the crimes he is alleged to bave con- 
fessed. Cream told Waters when his 
defence was being prepared that he had 

iven poisonous doses to Miss Stack of 
Chicago and to Daniel Stott of @hicago, and 
he boasted that he had served dozens the 
same way. That was regarded as mere 
empty talk, as the prisoner appears to have 
given no particulars of the crimes of which 
he boasted, Nevertheless it is certain that 
Cream has prepared a written statement 
and that Waters is seeking to secure a 
largo sum of money for the alleged con’ 
fession,

Neill continues very morose 
and is really beginning to believe that 
there is no chance for him to escape the 
gallows. He has been carefully searched 
to sec if he had any means ‘of suicide hid- 
den away, buc nothing was discovered and 
the officials are convinced that he was con- 
fident of acquittal and thought no precau- 
tion necessary. 

The authorities 
place very little confidence in the 
supposed confession. They think it 
will be a good deal like the pretended con- 
fession left behind by the murderer Deem- 
ing, which was destroyed after Deeming’s 
execution. It is possible that the same 
course may be decided upon in regard to 
any pepers left by Cream.

“Grant that the British farmer recelves a 
higher price for his grain by the amount of 
the freight from this continent to tho Brit- 
‘Ish market.

moo in the value of the land farmed 
ritaln and In Oanada would much more 
offset this; for whereas the British 
er pays an annual rental which will 
; fall much short of $16 per acre, the 
rade cultivates soll which he purchased 
om $5 per acre in the Northweat to 

$50 in Ontarlo. 
Besides rent, as a contemporary forcibly 
remarks, the British farmer pays poor rates 
(taxes), school rates and county rates. If 
he keepa a gun he must buy alicense. If 
he“indulges in fishing he must buy a 
Moenee for that, too. He pays a tax on 
every vehicle. The tax on four-wheeled 
vehicles is higher than that on two wheele, 


Consequently Britain {s full of little jlg- 


gling vehicles that are about as comfortable 
as the bough of childhood’s apple tree. 
Even the farmor’s dog Is taxed (if he keeps 
more than one), he must have a special 
Noense of $3,75 before he can take any of 
his friends, even his wife, out riding ; and, 
it “ho has an income exceeding a certain 
sum per annum, he Is taxed on that too, 
If all the taxation—natfonal and munticlpal 
—pald by the tillers of the soll in Canada 
and in Great Britain respectively were 
summed up and contrasted, {t would be 
found that the latter pay at least twice as 
much as the former, 
No wonder that, under such clroumstan- 
ces, the British farmers are beginning to 
ask that thelr Industry be protected. Their 
rents have been lowered from 26 to 50 per 
cent during the past ten years; but still 
stand at the figure glyen above, so that 
“they cannot compete in thelr own mar.

The dinner parties which the Queen gave 
l at Osborne in honor of the German 
—— +--+ 


Emperor were state functions in every- 
thing but the name. The table buffets were 
covered with magnificent gold and silver 
plate, which had been brought from Wind- 
sor for the plirpose of these entertainments, 
including shiolds, tankards, salvers, vases, 
cups, ice-pails, candelabra, and tureens. 
There was also the huge silver bowl, which 
commemorates the successes of the Queen's 
cattle, from the roval farms at Windsor dur- 
ing the jubilee year. Lord and Lady Rotha- 
child’s superb jubilee gift to Her Majeaty 
and the Elkington cup were also displayed, 
The gold dinner service formed by George 
IV. was to have been used, but ultimately a 
Yay pretty service of white Coalport china, 
each piece adorned with the garter in blue 
gold, was selected. ‘This isthe private pro- 
perty of the Queen. The dessert service 
was the famous Sevres set from Windsor, 
which was purchased by George IV The 
banqueting hall at Osborne, in which the 
dinners were given, is to be known as the 
Indian room It has been sumptuou ly de 
corated in Indian Sikh style, and all the 
hangings and forniture are Oviental. This 
last addition to Osborne house cost the 
Queen upwards of £22,000. The Indian 
room is to be used for large dinner parties, 
concerts, theatrical entertainments, and 
possibly dances. The moulding is now 
pure white, but it is to be gilded The 
carvings, the peacock over the mantel- 
piece, and the Indian aud Persian car- 
pets are all in harmony.—Edmund Yates,

jUGGESTIONS TO A HOSTESS 


Do not try to be too entertaining, 

Allow your guest a little time Lo herself, 

Seo that your guest-room has been well 
aired, that it is sufficiently warm to be 
comfortable, and that the shades work pro 
perly. 

Have tho bed placed well out of draughts, 
and where the morning light will not fall 
directly upon the ayes of the occupant.

ing a white wax candle, and some matches. 

Upon a smaller table have o tray large 
enough to hold a pitcher of ice water, a 
couple of thin tumblers, a teaspoon, in case 
your guest should be taking medicine, and 
a biscuit jar filled with some plain biscuit. 
Should your guest be aninvalid, it might be 
well to add a hot water kettle, and A bottle 
of alcohol for its use. 

Find out whether your guest wishes to

To add to the horror the carriages caught 
fire and were soon Beake yee A large 
number of persons from noar-by places were 
soon at the acene and did overything pos- 
sible to extricate the dead ond injured. 
Tho burning cars greatly hampered their 
efforts, but had it not been for their bravery 
the loss of life would have been much 
groator, 

The scone at the wreck was pitiable. 
Some of the bodies taken out of the debris 
had been burned beyond all semblance to 
humanity. The clothing had been de- 
stroyed, and in some cases the jewolry worn 
had been melted by the intenso heat. This 
will render the identification of the dead in 
some cases extremely difficult, if not im- 
possible. 

A wrecking train was despatched to the 
goene as s00n as the fact of the disaster be- 
came known. A number of physicians wero 
carried to the wreck, and they at once do- 
voted themselves to relieving the sufferings 
of the injured. 

The Marquis of Tweeddalo, the Marquis 
of Huntloy, Gen. Lambton and Mr, Kynoch, 
a railway director, were in the Pullman 
coach. Lady Stewart was in another car- 
ringe. Allgotasevere shaking up. The 
Marquis of Tuntley ssid that everything 
possible seemed to have been done to help 
the sufferers. The Marquis said he under- 
stood the accident was due to a signal man 
being asleep. As soon as possible the 
wounded were taken to North Allerton.

The official report of the killed in the 
fatal railway accident near Thirak places 
the numbor at 10. Many persons received 
slight injuries and a severe shaking-up. 

The signalman, who was charged with 
being asleep at his post, has been sus- 
pended from duty pending an investiga- 
tion. 

Theescapeof theoccupantsfof the wrecked 
Pullman car was little short of miraculous. 
The wheels were torn off, but the body of 
the coach stood the crash with but little 
damage. 

Pinioned beneath the huge engine the 
rescuing party saw a woman. She was in 
great agony and screaming for help. They 
were powerless to help her. She was burn- 
ed to death and hor body reduced to ashes. 

The fire burned fiorcely until noon, when 
the flames were gotten under control. 

The occupants of one carrisge were im- 
prisoned by debris and in great peril They 
could see the flames slowly approaching 
and suffered from the increasing heat. They 
were rescued in the nick of time 

The engineer of the express train, him- 
self badly injured and held down by the 
debris, implored tho rescuers to save the 
passengers and not inind him, 

Signalman Holmes is in a pitiable condi- 
tion of mental distress. His child had died 
on the previous night, He had usked the 
station master tor leave of absence, but had 
been refused. He had to take his turn on 
duty though Raby fatigued, and was so 
tired that ho fell asleep and neglected the 
signals.

sition not open to oriticiam thus made, thab 
feature Is our exports. Last year wo sold 
and sent out of the country goods to 
the value of fourteen millions more than 
we did the year before ; daring the first 
three months of this year our exports are 
almost six millions lo excess of the samo 
period in 1891. So thatas our growth Io 
that respect is slmply astonlehing, Sir John 
Lubbock’s remark {fs peculiarly unhappy. 

Tho Free Press, however, thinks an ex 
planation of this erratic expression of 
opinion can be easily supplied. It observes 
that:—*When Sir John Lubbock, the 
prosident of the London chamber of com 
merce, sald that Canada’s export trade was 
{n astate of paralyals ho no doubt bssed 
his opinion on the fact that Oanadian min- 
sters have been maklog semi annual pil- 
grimages to Washington imploring the 
United States government toopen the 
markets of the neighboring republic and 
sending sgents to the ends of the earth 
in search of markets for Canadian pro- 
ducers, 

An extension of the argument suggests 
itself. England has for many years been 
sending agents to the ends of the earth in 
sourch of markets for her products. The 
agents have been of two species, ambzssa 
dors and consuls on the one hand, and can- 
non balls on the other. The Indian empire 
was conquered by an Englirh trading com 
pany, the oplum war of 1540 had rise io 
commercial considerations,and the final ob- 
ject of all England's potty conflicts In the 
interval has been to get customers for her 
goods. [bt ts for this end that she has been 
pushiog her way into the dark continent, 
and augmenting ber responolbilities wiih 
the protectorate of barbarous countries. 
Does anyone argue from this the paralysis 
of British trade, or the failure of her trade 
polloy ? 

As for tho pilgrimages to Washington It 
{s certainly the desire of the Conservative 
government to oultivate mcre favorable 
commercials relations with the United 
States If itcan be done with honor. Was 
that want never felb before! Ib ocoura to 
us that in 1874 the Mackenzie admlalistra- 
tion sent Mr. George Brown to negotlate 
for a renewal of the Reciprocity treaty, an 
attempt which was successfal only {n achely 
Ing a rebuff from the President and the 
sonato, and within recent years the Reform 
party has actually volunte rifice 
the commercial], and as an Inevitablo con 
sequence the political independence of the 
Dominion in order to secure access to the 
markets of the United States. If there is 
any want of statesmanship Involved in ap- 
pevscla the great republicon matters of 

usiness, the Oonservative party has no 

monopoly of it. The characteristic dis 
tinctlon between the parties ts that the 
present government would consent to ob- 
tain thelr object by compllance with no 
servile conditions ; thelr opponents are 
ready to sacrifice everything thata patriotic 
man holds dear. They would burn the

TO ATTACK AHOMEY. 


Continued French Victories tn the Land 
of the Fighting Amazon, 

Panis, Noy. 4.—Col. Dodds, commanding 
the French forces operating against the 
Dahomevans, has telegraphed details of the 
fighting that took place on Oct. 20 and 21; 
His despatch says that the French wero 
attacked at Akas by the whole strength of 
the Dahomeyans. 

Thoy were repuleed with heavy loss after 
two days’ fighting. 

King Behanzin then desired to como to 
terms, The French commander, as a pre- 
liminary condition, insisted upon the evacu- 
ation of the Dahomeyan lines along the 
River Koto. King Behanzin refused, and 
on Oct. 26 the French column attacked and 
carried the two lines of entreuchnients 
between Akas and Kotopa. On Oct. 27 the 
French captured an important line along 
the Koto, the strongest fortified position 
they have yet captured. 

The total French loss throughout these 
battles was 10 killed and 73 wounded. 
After staying three days on the banks of 
the Koto Dodds advanced along the road to 
Kana, preparing for his final march to 
Ahomey, the capital. 

The Tehenecaas , according to unofficial 
reports, were armed with five Krupp guns 
and. several mitrailleuses, which the 
Fronch succegded in diamounting. Two 
French officers were killed.

organizer of the ‘Irish Republican Army,” 
aud nobody from first to last bad the lease 
suspicion of his true character, 
he took in the sharpest and shrewdeat 
members of the Irish Brotherhood, from Mr. 
Alexander Sullivan to Mr, Michacl Davitt. 
He heard all thoir sécrets, was « party to 
all their plans, sod regularly communicated 
his information to the British authorities, 
It seems incredible that, as man after man 
with whoin he associated was betrayed, the 
treachory was never traced to Le Caron. 

Dr; Gallagher, the dynamitard, explained 
to him the movement by which, in 1883, he 

roposed to scatter terror throughout Knog 
et Gallagher went over in command of 
seven members of the Clan-na-Gael, and 
before two months had passedthe and throe 
of his associates had been seized, tried and 
sentenced to penal servitude for life, But 
the hand that pulled the wires was still 
invisible. 

Turning the Tables. 

Once only Le Caron was charged with 
‘suspicious acts,” but he very soon turned 
the tables upon his accusers and found him- 
self deemed worthy to receive the~ confi- 
dence even of the late Mr. Parnell. 

It has. been said that wherever threo 
Irishmen are banded together in a conspira- 
cy one is sure to turn out a traitor. But 
Le Caron was an Englishman who had 
lived long in Paris, and assumed a French 
name, under which he served in the United 
States army during the War ofthe Re- 
bollion. His story was first told in full 
before the Parnell Commission in London. 
So far he has maneged to elude the ven- 
geance of his old friends—and dupes. He 
has certaitly displayed great pluck and 
address, but I cannot help but wish him a 
better occupation. 


LONDON'S HOMELESS. 





A Depatation Interviews the Prosident of 
the Leeal Government Board, 

Lonpox, Nov. 4.—Jobn Buros, M.P., 
Benjamin Tillett and nine labor members 
of the London County Council to-day wait- 
ed upon the Right Hon, Henry H. Fowler, 
President of the Local Government Board, 
and urged him to issue a circular to the 
local dock, gas, water and sanitary authori- 
ties requesting them to open their works 
for the relief of thousands of unemployed 
workmen. 

The deputation also urged that overtime 
should be abolished in the Government 
offices, They urged that whatever measures 
were adopted for the relief of the 
unemployed, sside from the circular, 
must be national in character, for 
otherwise London would be flooded with 
unemployed men who would flock to the 
city from all parts of the country. 

Some of the speakers gave statistics of 
the increase inthe number of unemployed 
workmen throughout the country, 

Mr. Fowler replied that he could not 
issue the circular asked for by the de- 
putation, but he promised to consider the 
proposals advanced by the members, es- 
pecially those that were nationalin their 
character,

The United States Authorilios

Wasiunatox, Noy. 4.—The reply to the 
English counter case in the Behring Sea 
negotiations js approaching completion at 
the State Department and will soon be 
ready for the United States counsel to lay 
before the arbitrators.

Ido not belleve that 
a single one of the olaima mado for ** Black 
Pepsin" oan bo substantlated, 

By tho use of a ovagulating agonb, Ib Is 
possiblo to make a soft curd or cheese from 
milk, which may hayo some resemblance to 
butter. As batter is maloly composed of 
butter-fat (at least 80 per cent, of its total 
welght should be fat,) it follows that not 
much more than 115 poands of marketable 
butter can be obtained for every 100 pounds 
of butter fat which the milk or cream con: 
talons. 

A substance, preparation or method may 
be discovered whereby a now deiry product 
may be made from milk, Ln such a way 66 
to retain in a palatable and digestible oon- 
dition for human food, vesrly all the 
nutritious constituents of the milk, I have 
had that mattor under conslderatlon aod 
experimont for over two years, avd am 
hopeful of a fair measure of success, But 
to tumble a spoonfal or two of some niagio 
substance into a churnful of cream, when 
helzh! presto! ite casein and sugar and 
other constituents become changed {nto 
butter, le out of my power and Jine of effort. 
That eort of thing Iles only In the sphere of 
witches, conjarors and other olever hum- 
bugs, who pander to the superstitions and

N. G. BIGELOW, Qc. 


His Death is the Cause of Many Expres- 
sions of Regret, 


Toronto, Nov. 5.— Mr, N, G. Bigelow, 


Q.C., M.P.P. for Toronto, died yes- 
terday morning at 10 minutes to 3 
o'clock. Until an hour or two be- 


fore that his medical advisers had not 
given up hope, though at a consultation 
held during the afternoon it was decided 
that his condition did not warrant the per- 
formance of an operation which the nature 
of the disease required. 

Two weeks ago Mr, Bigelow took an 
active part in the opening ceremonies of 
Victoria College, ot which ho was a gradu- 
ate and a member of the Board of Regents. 
Three weeks since he presided at a reunion 
of the members of St, Andrew's Lodge, No. 
16, A.F. & A.M., of which he was an old 
past master. He accompanied the Toronto 

arty to the dedicatory services of the 
Vorld’s Fair. 

Mr. Bigelow had been suffering fora 
period from gallstones, a con- 
cretion formed in the gall bladder, 

The character of the disease from which 
Mr. Bigelow was suffering was correctly 
diagnosed by Dr, Burns, his physician, two 
yearsago. He had recurring attacks from 
time to time, but they wore always met and 
subdued by timely treatment. The last 
attack began on Oct. 26, and no doubt was 
tho result of a heavy cold contracted the 
night before at the Victoria University 
Alumni dinner. Theattack at first was 
mild and to all appearances had passed off 
when a slight chill brought it back with 
more severity than ever. Dr, Burns had 
every reason to hope that he could s ave off 


the attack till the reaction camo, 
Then Dra. Ww. B. Aikens 
and Cameron wero called in for 


consultation, but the patient gradually sank 





till he died at 2.50 am. yesterday, Heo 
had beon delirious since Tuesday. 
Theo post-mortem examination revealed 


the fact that Dr, Burns’ diagnosis was cor- 
rect, for a large number of gall-stones were 
found and the results of obstruction were 
apparent in tho tissues, there being con- 
siderable ulceration of fong standing 

1t was only on April 20 last that Mr, 
Bigelow was elected to fill the vacancy in 
the Legislature caused by the death of Mr 
H. FE. Clarke, whose doath was ulso so 
sudden and unexpected. The new member 
did not have the opportunity of taking the 
seat. 

Before Mr. Bigelow breathed his Inst his 
brother Obediak of Lindsay and his 
nephew, Fred, now attending the Univer- 
sity, Rev. Dr. Briggs, and Rev. James 
Henderson were at the bedside 

Mr. Bigelow was born on April 22, 1840, 
in the County of Simcoe, Ont., his father 
being Hiram Bigelow, a wealthy mill 
owner. He marriod Minerva Edna Calvin, 
daughter of the late D. D. Calvin, M.L.A., 
of Garden Island, Ont He was educated 
in the res schools in Lindsay and in 1858 
entered the preparatory department of Vic- 
toria University ot Cobourg, where he 
graduated with Laas in 1864, He then en- 
tered the law office of the late Judge Mac- 
kenzie, and was admitted to the practice of 


law in 1867. In 1866 the degree of M.A, 
was conferred upon him, and in 1867 he re 
ceived the degree of LL.B In 1885S ° 


was created a Q.O, by patent froin the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada. He was an ad- 
herent of the Methodist Church. He was 
a most successful ploader, especially in the 
criminal courts, and he was, besides, most 
popular with both bench and bar

Gardner, chairman of the Board of Agricul- 
ture, this afternoon and urged that the ex- 
portation of Canadian cattle on the present 
conditions be stopped. The recent sus- 
pected cases of pleuro-pneumonia in im- 
ported Cunadian cattle were made the 
theme of the principal argument, and in 
addition it was claimed that there is a 

reat risk of cattle diseases reaching Great 

ritain through Canada not enforcing suffi- 
ciently rigid regulations against admission 
of American cattle into the Dominion. 


Absolutely No Alternative, 


Lonpon, Nov. 5.—Mr. Gardner, Ministor 
of Agriculture, replying to the Duke of 
Westminster's deputation Friday afternoon, 
said that after most anxious enquiry and 
patient consideration of the question in al 
its bearings the board concluded that the 
facts of the recent outbreaks were incon- | 
sistent with the reasonable security 
templated by law and that he had abso- 
lutely no alternative but to withdraw the 
privilege of the importation of cattle from 
Canada, 

“Indeed,” he added, ‘‘the order has al- 
ready been signed.”

Incompotent Inspection, 


Loxpon, Noy. 5.—Mr. Herbert Gardner, 
President of the Board of Agriculture, re- 
ceived delegations from the Royal Agricul- 
tural Society, the Shortborn Society, the 
Smithfield Club and Central Chamber of 
Agriculture to discuss the question of the 
prohibition of the importation of Canadian 
cattle. 

The Duke of Westminster stated that the 
prosent system of inspection 18 utterly use- 
less. That owing to incompetent inspeo- | 
tion and the fact that it may take such a 
long time for the development of detectable 
symptoms of pleuro-pheumonia in an animal, 
quantities are being poured into England 
which are infected and only require time 
for the virulent development of the disease. 
Tho inspection of cattle poured into Eng- 
land from Canada and tho United States 
was of necessity superficial, and the deputa- 
tion therefore dosired the Board of Agri- 
culture to prohibit the importation of live 
cattle without an hour's delay. 

Mr. Reed, the eminent agriculturist, in- 
sisted that Canadian cattle should receive 
the same treatment as American cattle. 

Sir John Swinburne argued that what 
the deputation asked was not protection 
from trado but protection from disease 

President Gardner of the Board of Agri 
culture reported that he regretted that

Miss Qwaits Tells Her Story in the Wind

On Tuea- 
day, Oct. 11, he made arrangements to 
moet her the following night to go to the 
people’s course of lectures in Detroit. After 
supper she met him at the postoffice in 
Windsor, and they went across the river to- 


gether, He took her to Grand 
Circus Park and induced her to 
eit down, after which he gave 


ber some candy, which she ate and which 
made her drowsy. He had to assist her to 
get up and told her to go with him to the 
iriswold House to get some soda water. 
Sho said that when they reached the hotel 
he took her to the parlor and had the waiter 
bring two glasses. One contained water 
and the other some brown liquid. She 
drank some of each and her senses soemed 
toleave her. He then took her to what 
she thought wvs a bedroom and told her to 
sit down. That was the last she knew until 
the next morning. ‘T’his occurred the night 
of Oct, 12, and ho took hor to the Griswold 
House. On the two following nights she 
said he had obtained auch power over her 
that she could not resist him, although she 
tried to do so, 1 went to London and met 
O'Neill there, although he told me nat to 
doso, I told him he had ruined me,and he 
said he would make it allright or would kill 
himeolf. 

The prisoner was remanded to stand his 
trial at noxt sitting of a High Court on Deo, 
13.

GRANDMA'S DFAD. 


The Cry That Aroused Enooh Middloton— 
An Old Lady saffocated By Gas, 
Nov. 8.—"O papa, get 
up quick, grandma’s dead!” was the 
ery that roused Mr. Enoch Middleton 
of 30 Claremont-street yesterday morn- 
ing. The words were uttered by his 10- 
year-old daughter, Christina, who rushed 
to his bedroom at 7 o'clock. The little girl 
had prepared the breakfast, and on going to 
call Mrs. Sutherland, a friend of the family, 
discovered that she was dead. She then 
ran to her father’sroom, On entering the 
bedroom Mr. Middleton found that the 
room was full of gas, which was still escap- 
ing from on open jet. The old lady's 
wrinkled face was colored a deep purple 
and the painfal expression it wore showed 
that the last sleep had not been peaceful. 
All Mr. Middleton's efforts to awaken her 
wore unavailing, and when Dr, Pepler 
arrived a few minutes later ho pronounced 
life extinct: The medical man discovered 
that the key of the gas jet was defective 
in that it would turn all the way round. 
The post-mortem examination showed that 

death had resulted from gas poisoning. 

At the inquest held by Coroner Aikins 
atthe Claremont House Mrs, Middleton 
testified that she had repeatedly warned 
the deceased Lhat it was necessary to light 
a match to tost the jet after the gas was 
turned out, This she had _ evidently 
neglected todo with fatal results, The 
jury returned a verdict of ‘‘gas poisoning 
due to defective fixtures.” 

The deceased has two sons, Edward and 
David, the former a carpenter in the city, 
and the other a prossman on The Rochester 
Herald and once similarly employed on The 
Toronto Mail,

They Ask the Influence of the Dominion 
Government 


MontngaL, Noy. 8,—Probably the last 
vessel to carry stockers from Canada will 
be the Dominion Line steamship Texas, 
which will sail this morning. She 
can make the trip under ordinary circum- 
stances in 10 days, and should therefore 
reach Bristol, her destination, at least much 
before the order is put into force.

One of the strongest characteristics of 
Mr. Mercier, the ex-Promler of Quebeo, 
when he was ina position to gratify hi» 
desires ab the public expense, was his love 
of display. ‘*A son of the people,” he pro- 
claimed himself with wearlsome frequency; 
bat the magaificence of his grand eatate of 
Tourouvre, his beautifal manaton in Mont- 
real, hia gorgeous equipages, his purchase 
of foreign titles and decorations, show that 
this paryenu politician was possessed of the 
most luxurious tastes—a Sybarite marquer- 
ading In humble garb, Hin rascality ex- 
posed, stripped of bis lordly surroundings 
by the mandate of the people whose money 
he had wasted In corruption, he cut a very 
sorry figure. Elected to a seat in the Le- 
glslature, he declined to face the people's 
representatives {nthe Provincial Parllament 
and announced his retirement from public 
life, 

Brought before a criminal court in Que- 
beo, together with his jackal Pacaud, for 
trial on a charge of conspiracy to rob the 
provinclal treasury, he has been acquitted. 
His friends, who are doubtless hungry for 
the good things with which Mr, Mercler 
‘was wont to regale them, thereupon feted 
him and declared that their fallen idol had 
been uplifted and cleansed from the miro 
of corruption into which the popular vote 
had thrown him, by the verdict of a jary 
which held him guiltless of conspiracy In 
the Langlais case, In which the robbery of 
the province to the extent of $60,000 was 
proven up to the hilt. 

At Montreal on Saturday night Mr. Mer- 
cler was given a grand reception on his 
arrival from Quebec, a principal feature In 
which was an address from the Olub 
Nationale to ‘the conquering hero” of the 
occasion. This gem of rhetorlo Is almoat 
too good to lose; but the exigencles of space 
forbid us from giving more than the follow- 
ing flourish from {bt : 

Here once sgain that great institution, the 
jory, bas been the safeguard of eqaity and trntb, 
“Twelve free citizens, acting under the dictates 
of their conscience and under the impulse of the 
solemn oath which they took to do full jastico 
to the weak as well as to the strong, declared by 
their verdict of ‘not guilty’ that the numberlees 
persecutions ogainst you were flagrant viola 
tions of the most ancred of human and Divine 
laws. This verdict signifies that the power 
which was torn from you in December last was 
odiously stolen, and that the men who govern 
us 80 badly to.day are simple robbers, who havo 
not the right to epjoy in peace a prosperity 
which they acquired by fraud, lying and per 
jary. 

Mr, Mercier, who probably had not been 
aware that he was so virtuous as the Olab 
Natlonale declared ,echoed the address, Ho 
sald in part : 

My enemies have pursued me with a tigor 
which forced me to ask wheo will the arm of 
persecution grow tired, Thank God that arm 
was broken on the rock of justice The verdict 
rendered by the jary in Quebec atill finds echo 
in the hearts of the people of this great Pro 
vince, The time is come when tho people ask 
me what steps I eLall take, I will tell you, at 
the opening of the next seasion of the present 
Provincial Parliament I shall take my seat;

Uncle Charley Hackott's Say. 

“Uncle” Charley Hackett, in giving his 
opinion upon the assertion that New York 
State will go for Cleveland, kept hia collar- 
button in place while ho explained the im- 
possibilities of any grounds for the asser- 
tion. He said: 

‘During this week I have roceived re- 
plies from several hundred correspondents, 
who were asked to give the names and ad-

Mr. Hackett said that he knew the entire 
Republican vote in the country was regis- 
tered; that it would be brought out, and 
that the Republicans will carry the State 
by a larger plurality than they did in 1888.

Is Marriage a Failure, 


During the last twenty years $28,000 di- 
vorces have been granted by the courts of 
the United States, G0 per cent. of them to 
women. While this total is larze enough 
to appear to give some grounds for the as- 
sertion that the perpetwity of the family is 
threatened. It dwindles when brought inte 
comparison with the number of marriages 
during the same period. One-twentieth of 
the total is 16,400, the number granted each" 
year, only about I per cent of the number 
of marriages. There is nothing in the world 
that human beings undertake to do that 
can show so small a percentage of failures 
as marringes. ‘Though statistics are not at 
hand to prove it, there is no doubt if di- 
vorces much exceed golden weddings in 
number. They certainly do not exceed 
silver weddings in number.

Unless the diabolism ceases in this coun- 
try, Bartholdt’s statue on Bedloe’s Island,

A son of King Crevsus is said to have been 
damb, and_to have never uttered a word 
until he saw his father being put to death, 
Then he broke the shackles of silence, and 
cried out: “Kill not my father, Croesus !” 
When I see the cheatery and the wanton- 
ness and the manifold crime of this country 
attempting to commit patricide—yea, pat- 
ricide pou Str institutions. it seems to me 
nae ups that nerevorore Nave Oven aury 
ought to break the silence with sonorous 
tenes of fiery protest. 

I want to put all of the matter before 
you, so that every honest man and woman 
will know just how matters stand, and 
what they ought to do if they vote, and 
what they ought to do if they pray. This 
nation is not going to perish. Alexander, 
when he heard of the wealth of the Indies, 
divided Macedonia among the soldiers. 
Someone asked him what he had kept.for 
himself, and he replied, “T am. keeping 
hope!” And that jewel I keep bright aad 
shining in my soul whatever else I shall 
surrender. Hope thou in God. He will 
set back these oceanic tides of moral devas- 
tation. Do you know what is the prize for 
which contention is made to-day? It is the 
prize of this continent. Never since, ac- 
cording to John Milton, when ‘Satan was 
hurled headlong flaming from the ethereal 
skies in hideous ruin and combustion 
down,” have the powers of darkness 
been so determined to win this con- 
tinent as they are now. Whata jewel it 
is—a jewel carved in relief, the cameo of 
this planet ! On one side of usthe Atlantic 
Ocean, dividing us from the worn out gov- 
ernments of Europe. On the other side the 
Pacific Ocean, didtding us from the super- 
stitions of Asia. On the north of us the 
Arctic Sea, which is the gymnasium _in 
which the explorers and navigators develop 
their courage. A continent 10,500 miles 
long, 17,000,000 square miles, and all of it 
but about one-seventh capable of rich 
cultivation. One hundred millions of 
population on this continent of North 
and South America—one bundred® mill- 
ions, and room for many hnandred mill- 
ions more. All flora and all fauna, all 
metals and all precious woods, and all 
grains and all fruits, The Appalachian 
range the backbone and the rivera the 
ganglia carrying life all through and out to 
the extremities, Isthmus of Darien, the 
narrow waist of a giant continent, all to be 
under one government, and all free and all 
Christian, and the scene of Christ's personal 
reign on earth if, according to the expecta- 
tion of many good people, He shall 
at last set up His throne in _ this 
world. Who shall have this hemisphere? 
Christ or Satan? Who shall have the 
shore of her inland seas, the silver of 
her Nevadas, the gold of her Colorados, 
the telescopes of her observatories, the 
brain of her universities, the wheat of her 
prairies, the rice of her savannahs, the two 
great ocean beaches—the one reeshing 
from Baftin’s Bay to Terra del Fuego, anc 
the other from Behring Straits to Cape 
Horn—and all the moral, and temporal, 
and spiritual, and everlasting interests of a 
population vast, beyond all computation 
save by Him with whom a thousand years 
are as one day? Who shall have the 
hemisphere ? You and I will decide that 
or help to decide it, by conscientious vote, 
by earnest prayer, by maintenance of Chris; 
tian institutions, by suppers of great philan- 
thropies, by putting body, mind, and soul 
on the right side of all moral, religious, and 
national movements. 

Ah! it will not be long before it will not 
make any difference to you or to me what 
becomes of this continent, so far as earthly 
comfort is concerned. AIL we will want. of 
it will be seven feet hy three, and that 
will take in the largest, and there will bo 
room and to spare. That is all of this 
country we will need very soon, the young- 
est of us. But we have an anxiety about 
the welfare and the happiness of the gen- 
erations that are soming on, and it will be 
& grand thing if, when the archangel’s 
trumpet sounds, wo find that our sepul- 
chre, like the one Joseph of Arimathea 
provided for Christ, is in tho midst ofa 
garden. By that timo this country will be 
all Paradiso, or all Dry Tortugas, Eternal 
God, to Thee we commit the destiny of this 
people.

A Moat Satiafactory Statement, 

The statement of revenue and expendi 
ture, which will appear in The Canada 
Gazette fo-day, is tho most satistactory 
which hks been published for years. In 
round numbers the revenue for the first six 
months of the fiscal year shows an incrense 
of halfa million over tho same period last 
year, and the’ expenditure a decrease of 
more than six hundred thoueand, 

Thesurplas for the four months is about 
four millions six hundred thousand, or 
nearly a million and a quarter more than ik 
was for the samo period last year, 

This large increase of revanue and de- 
crease of expenditure has naturally had a 
material effect on the public debt, which at 
the end of October stood at $237,781,099, 
or about three and a half millions less than 
it was at the closo of the fiscal year.

Grand Trunk Reports. 
(From the Canadian Tiade Review ) 

The statements of the operations of the 
Grand Tronk lines for the half year ending 
June 30:h, 1892, which were submitted at 
the meeting which was held on the 30th of 
October, have come to hand, From the 
financial statement it appears that the gross 
recolpts for the half year were £1,873,680, 
against £1,769 554 for the same period fast 
year, the net revenue receipts belong £647,- 
231, against £502,288, After the prefer- 
ence charges—interest on loan capital and 
debenture stocks, loased line rents, and 
interest on bonds of subsidiary Iines not 
yet acquired—were deducted, there remain- 
ed a net revenue balance on the working 
of the half year of £58,467, This amount, 
added to the balance carried over from last 
year, made a totaleof £59,000, which pro- 
vided for a dividend, on the four per cent. 
gaaranteed stock, of £1 2s, 6d. por cent., 
leaving a balance of £280 for next year's 
accounts, The number of passengers car- 
rled was 2,827,534, a slight Increase over 
the same period Yast year. The receipts

A London Paper Hits Hard at the Ordor 


Against Cattle. 


Lonpox, Noy. 12.—Speaking of the 
scheduling of Canadian cattle The Chronicle 
says that itis sincerely to be hoped that 
scientific advices did not mislead Mr, 
Gardner, Minister of Agriculture, into 
ordering the exclusion of the Canadian 
beoves, Even if the existence of pleuro- 
pnoumonia is doubtful is it wise for Eng- 
land to use her strength in an uncertainty 
for the purpose of striking a cruel blow at 
a colony which is loyal and valuable? 

Grave doubts now appear as to the sound- 
ness of the experts’ opinion upon which Mr, 
Gardner acted. It is stat.d that Principal 
Williams of the Edinburgh Veterinary 
College saya that the disease from which 
the Canadian animal was suffering was not 
pleuro-pneumonia, but broncho-pneumonia, 
A non-contagious disease. 

If this allegation be true, says ‘The 
Chronicle, somebody Has blundered again. 
It is to be hoped that the statements made 
by Mr. Williams will be thoroughly en- 
quired into.

They took up aponition at the base of 
the Nelsoncolumn, about threesides of which 
platforins were constructed The balus- 
traded front of the national gallery pro- 
vided three other platforms, 

All of the processions were amply pro- 
vided with banners and bands, the Marseil- 
Inise and other revolutionary airs being 
played. 

‘The banners bore inscriptions such as 
“Workers of the world unite and sow the 
seed, but do not let the tyrants reap,”’ 

Another, which was greeted everywhere 
with cheers, was inscribed: “Taken by 
Warren's Bullies Bloody Sunday; Retaken 
Same day,” 

The windows and roofs of the buildings 
overlooking the square were crowded with 
spectators. 


There was a noticeable absence of police 


within the square,but hundreds on foot and 


numbers of mounted men were stationed | 


back of the national gallery and at other 
convenient places out of sight. 
Seotinud Yard Ready for An Emergency. 
Detachments of three or four were also 
placed every few yards at the approaches 
to the square, while an ambulance corps 
with stretchers and other paraphernalia 
was on hand ready for service. Scotland 
Yard, too, was ready for an emergency. 
The square was filled with a vast con- 
course of people by half past three, It 
was an eminently orderly crowd, however. 
Ordinary trathc was little impeded. 
A majority of the  processionists 
were well-dressed workingmen. They ap- 
peared almost lost in the great crowd of 
spectators drawn hy curiosity. 


There were 40 speakers, including John

GERMAN ARMY BILL. 
Popular Opposition to the Measure Is 
on the Inorense, 

Berwin, Noy. 14.—At concurrent meet- 
ings of the Centrists in Bavaria, Baden and 
Wurtemberg a well-nigh unanimous senti- 
ment against the army bill was expressed, 
This attitude of the Centrists has shattered 
the confidence of the Ministerialists in the 
Reichstag in the acceptance of the measure, 

Not a single organ of the Centre party 
now advocates anything but uncompromising 
hostility to it, 

The popular opposition to the measure is 
also growing. The disclosure of the fact 
that Prussia is financially embarrassed, 
taken with the proposal of Dr. Miquel, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, to levy a tax 
on capital, has contributed to a revulsion 
against the Government financial policy. 

The bill has been passed by the Bundes- 
rath without alteration, except for a 
few verbal changes in the preamble, 
Chancellor Von Capriyi will introduce it in 
the Reichstag on the 24th instant, and if 
it is defeated he will resign. 

The Emperor is not an 
adherent of the project. 

The members of the Reichstag and Land- 
tag, who are gathering here, concur in re- 
porting that their constituents dislike the 
prospect of increasedl taxation for army 
purposes, though they are willing to agree 
tothe two years’ service provision, In 
view of the Chancellor's shaky position the 
political groups are already discussing 
the question of who will be his successor. 

Count Von Eulenberg, President of the 
Prussian Council of Ministers, and Prince 
Hohenlohe Stathler of Alsace-Lorraine, 
who is now yisiting Berlin on leave of 
absence, are the chief favorites.

The committee suggests the formation of 
an Imperial Council to give a united voice 
to the Empire in time of peace and to en- 
able the defence of the Empire in time of 
war to be undertaken by its united forces 
and resources. The council should consist, 
it urges, of members appointed by each of 
the various self-governing colonies; also of 
the British Prime Minister, the Secretaries 
ot State for Foreign Affairs, for War, for 
the Colonies, and for India; of the Firat 
Lord of the Admiralty and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

The method of raising funds at the outset 
should be left to the choico of the self- 
governing states, but a uniform principle 
might afterwards be found and substituted. 

The committee proposes that an Imperial 
conference be summoned to consider the 
question, the conference, if,it is deemed 
necessary, to be preceded bY a royal com- 
mission. The committee closes its report 
with a stron appeal to the ministry to take 
action in this direction.

The noose was 
then dropped over his head and adjusted 
around his neck. The ring was tixed be- 
hind the loft ear. 

In another second the executioner stepped 
& pace to the rear, pressed a lever and the 
trap tell. Neill’s body dropped five feet 
into the pit. 

Billington and the other persons who saw 
the execution concur in the opinion that 
death was ifistantancous. There were a 
fow convulsive twitchings of the muscles of | 
the back and limbs, which lasted a few 
seconds, and then the body hung motion- 
Just prior to the cap being drawn 
his face Neill thanked the prison 
officials for their courtesy apd kindness. 

The prison chaplain says that yesterday 
he found Neill exceedingly morose and un- 
responsive to bis appeals to accept his fate 
and to think only of passing to a higher 
life. This morning the chaplain’s on- 
deavors to bring him to a happier frame of 
mind were to little purpose. Neill passed 
a restless night, dozing occasionally and 
then awaking with a start.

Pi oy, the murderess of her paramour’s 
wife aud child, was buried. 

The corridor of Nowgate is perhaps the 
most ghoatly spot in the world. Under the 
flagging of this corridor have been buried 
the bodios of a long succession of notable 
and obscure criminals, Initials or numbers 
cut in the walls indicate the more recent 
intermonts. Earlier inscriptions have been 
defaced by time, 

A crowd of about 500 persons gathered 
outside of the prison. Not the faintest 
trace of sympathy was shown for Neill; on 
the contrary, such expressions as ‘They'll 
soon finish him now,” and “It willbe a 

ood job, too,” were heard on every side. 
Probably no criminal was ever executed in 
London who had a less pitying mob await- 
ing his extinction. Neill died amid'general 
oxecrations. When the black flag was run 
up onthe flagataff, just as the church 
clock ceased chiming %, groans and half- 
suppressed howls along the ranks of the 
people testified to the state of fooling.

Hiis First Object Had Been a Solution of 
the Irish Question, 

Loxpon, Noy. 61.—Last evening Hon. 
Edward Blake was present at the banquet 
of the Anchor Society of Bristol and 
responded to the toast of ‘*The Government 
and the Liberal policy.” Mr. Blake said 
his life, excepting when wrong had been 
done to Ireland, was in sympathy with the 
Liberal party. 

In public and private, no matter what 
trade measures he had advocated, his first 
object had been to achieve a solution of the 
Irish question. Any alliance between Ire- 
land and Evgland must be cordial, and that 
cordiality must be emphasized by attention 
to the legitimate aims of the Irish party. 

England's differences with the United 
States had largely been the result of the 
Irish question, and the same might be said 
of Canada. In the States this feeling had 
been modified on account of the election of 
the Liberals in England. 

It would not do, Mr. Blake went on, to 
have no regard for the monstrous absurdity 
of having o country’s local laws interpreted 
by another community. A military force 
was kept in the country under the name of 
police. The minority in the respect of 
schools should be efficiently protected. He 
spoke as a Protestant, with profound re- 
spect for the rights of minorities, Tho 
Ulstermen, he was couvinced, would in time 
abandon their attitude. 

The Bristol Mercury says: Mr. Blake 
delivered a calm, wniinpassioned, powerful 
and well-reasoned speech on the problem of 
Home Rule. 

The Times and Mirror of the same’ town 
says: Mr. Blako is the Canadian gentleman 
who got himself elected as the Nationalist 
member for an obscure Trish constituency. 
His speech was dull, dreary, delivered with 
turgid rapidity and at times it was scarcely 
possible to follow This kind of fluent 
gabble is the result of born and of 
all concoited individuals a conceited Iriah- 
manis the most ‘nsufferable. Mr. Blake 
spoke with no authority, and even the 
friends of his cause could have obtained 
little instruction from his remarks.

Ho dwelt upon the advantages Canada 
offered to the desirable immigrant, and in- 
vited the British agriculturist to consider 
them 

The speech throughout was practical and 
patriotic, eveked the greatest on- 
thusiasm from the 500 auditors present. 
Mr. G M.P., occupied the chair, and 
Mr, Brassey moved the vote of thanks to 
Mr. Foster, which was carried with accla- 
mation.

THE POTLACH CUSTOM. 


It Causes Trouble 


the Iacitic Comat 


Vancouver, B.C., Nov. 16,—Mrs. Simp- 
son, an Indian woman, wife of a white man 
living at Alert Bay, was one of the passen- 
gers down on the steamer Barbara Bosco- 
witz. She related this story of some trouble 
at Alert Bay which said sho desired 
called to both public and official notice. 

It seems that somo time ago Con-te-les, 
the chief whom she charges is nota true 
tyhee, borrowed 800 blankets from an or- 
dinary Indian named Ar-min-lar, giving as 
security a small piece of copper. The latter 
is a sort of symbol of rank, and increases in 
value with age. The original piece of cop- 
per came trom the north. 

In ck bel however, many have been 
made, an they, too, seem to have been 
accepted as original and aged. This par- 
ticular piece of copper came from Queen 
Charlotte Islands and is highly prized. 

The tyhee recently returned 100 of the 
blankets and demanded the surrender of 
the copper, but this the subject refused to 
give up until the other 700 blankets he 
claims were returned, 

Con-te-les appealed to Constable Wolcott, 
who arrested Ar-min-lar and took him be- 
fore Indian Agent Pidcock. The latter 
sentenced him to six monthsin jail. The 
Indian still refused to give up the copper, 
and after spending a month in jail escaped 
and fled to the mountains. 

The Indian woman says that the case is 
not for criminal,but civil ac ion, and that a 
majority of the Indians believe that an in- 
justice has been done the man. 

On arriving in the city Mrs. Simpson 
called on Crease, a barrister and solicitor, 
and placed the case in bis hands. The 
woman says that Ar-min-lar is willing to 
give himself up if he will be brought to 

Victoria for a hearing or to serve his sen- 
tence out. He fears re-arrest at the ex- 
piration of his present term of imprison- 

ment. 

The woman says further that Ar-min-lar 
has been virtually a slave to Con-te-les for 
ten years. 

Mrs. Simpson makes another statement, 
which is somewhat serious, When the 
Boscowitz called at Quathiasca Cove on 
Valdez Island, near Cape Mudge, she was 
told by an Indian that during the potlach 
at Cape Mudge the body ofan Indian had 
been eaten. ‘[his may be all nonsense, for 
the northern Indians have not been canni- 
bala for many years.

A DESPERATE INEBRIATE

A LONG WAY FROM HOME. 


Sudden Death of an Australian Woman 
Who Had Been Visiting Toronto. 

Toronto, Nov. 16.—Mrs. I, Brown, 
a wealthy Australian woman, died 
suddenly at the Prospect House, 
Niagara Falls, Sunday night, where 
she fad only arrived a fow hours previously 
from Toronto.

A crowd quickly gathered and com- 
menced the work of rescue, From 
amid the debris moans and heartrend- 
ing for help could be heard. As 
rapidly as possible, and spurred on by tho 
frantic appeals for help, the men threw the 
heavy timbers aside. They soon came 
across tho terribly crushed and mangled 
body of one of the guests.

George Cooper on triol For Wite Marder 
in the Isle of Man. 


Noy, 17.—The trial of George 
or, charged with the murder of 
his wife F 1, Was continned before the 
Court of General Jail Delivery at Douglas, 
Inlo of Man, Tuesday. The first witness 
called was Connack, a porter at the Re- 
gent’s Hotel, where Mrs. Cooper was kill- 
ed. He said that when he and Mr, 
Weldon, reuched the rootn ocoupied by the 
Coopers, Cooper unlocked the door, remark- 
ng Foal his wife was in a dead faint. 

Mra. Cooper was lying on the floor on her 
left side, perfectly naked. Cooper had no 
shirt on, Connack moved the body and 
noticed a» wound on the left breast. The 
a Was a gaping one nearly two inches 
ong. 

The carpet was bloodstained und it ap- 
peared as if it had been wiped over. Mr. 
Weldon, when he found the woman was 
dead, sent Connack for a constable to ar- 
rest Cooper. 

While Connack was testifying some of 
the clothing worn by Mr, Cooper and the 
cloth used to wipe her blood were produced. 
At the sight of them Mrs. Cooper's father, 
who was in court, was so deeply affected 
that it was necessary to take him from the 
court. The sight also affected the prisoner, 
who for the first time displayed agitation. 

Chief Constable William Boyd, who ar- 
rested Cooper, said that when he arrested 
Cooper ho told him it was for murder. At 
that time Cooper was tne worse for liquor. 
Cooper said: 

‘Tt is all up with me. What do you 
think is the worst they will do with me?” 

“You may be hanged,” said Boyd, “by 
your neck till you are dead.” 

The prisoner exclaimed, ‘Oh, my God, 
don’t say that!” 

Louisa Cooper, a sister of the dead 
woman, testified that she had on several 
occasions witnessed Cooper's brutal treat- 
mentof his wife. Once he struck Mrs, 
Cooper in the face and blackened both of 
hereyes, Ancther time he hit his wife's 
arm, rnd wien Miss Cooper interfered to 
protect lior sister he beat them both.

To Claim the Attention of the Soolalist 
Party in Gormany. 


Loypon, Noy. 17.—The most interesting 
feature of the Socialist Congress, says tho 
Berlin correspondent of ‘Ihe Times, is the 
universal demand for more active propa- 
gunda among the rural population of Ger 
many, the number of Socialist seats in 
Parliament failing to represent the real 
strength of the party. In the last election 
for members of the Russian Diet the ultra- 
montanes with a smaller aggregate poll, 
got 100 seats to the Solialists’ 35. 

The Socialist voters wore massed the 
groat cities and industrial districts, while 
the Centrists represent widely scattered 
agricultural vales, It is not surprising 
therefore that the speakers at the Congress 
have dwelt upon the necessity of an organiz 
ed attack on the rural constituencies, 


BRITISH FEDERATION APPROVED. 


Avo Essoutial Principal Would Be a Unity 
of Voice in Dealing With the 
Foreign Powers, 


Loxpon, Nov. 17,—The Council of the 
Imperial Federation League yesterday ap 
proved the report of the committee which 
proposes the creation of a Federal Council, 
in which shall sit representatives of Can- 
ada, Australasia Re South Africa, to- 
gether with the British Home Minister, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Minis- 
ter of Foroign Affairs, the Minister of 
the Colonies, the Minister of War, the 
Fiest Lord of the Admiralty and the Soore- 
tary of State for lndia. 

This council shall fix the contributions 
each part of tho empire stall pay towards 
the common dofence, Tho report declared 
that an essential principle of federation is 
that the voice of the empire in dealing with 
foreign powers should be the united voice 
of all the autonomous parts of the Empire,

People will have a god of some kind, and 
they prefer one of their own making. Here 
come the Israclites, breaking off their golden 
earrings, the men as well as the women, for 
in those times there were masculine as well 
as feminino decorations. Where did they 
got these beautiful gold earrings, coming up 


as they did from tho desert? Oh, they 
“borrowed” them of the Egv ptians when 
they loft Egypt hese carrin are piled 
up into a pyramid of glittering begnty 

Any more carrings to bring?’ says 
Aaron. None Fire is kindled ; the ear 


rings are melted and poured intoa mold, 
not of an eagle or a war charger, but of a 
calf; the gold cools off; the mold is taken 
away, and the idol is set upon its four legs. 
An altar is built in front of the shining calf 
Ihen the people throw up their arms, and 
gyrate, and shriek, and dance mightily, 
and worship. Moses bas been six weeks on 
Mount Sinai, and he comes back and bears 
the howling and sees the dancing of these 
golden calf fanatics, and he loses his pa- 
tience, and he takes the two plates of stone 
on which were written the Ten Command- 
ments and flings then so hard against a 
rock that they split all to picces. When a 
man gets mad he is very apt to break all 
the Ten Commandments ! | Moses rushes in 
and he takes this calf-god and throws it 
into a hot fire, until it is melted all out of 
shape, and then pulverizes it—not by the 
aed sat appliance of nitro-muriatic

but by the ancient appliance of nitre, 
or by the old-fashioned file. He makes

home people are very much surprised 
at the action of folk on the Stock hx- 
change, Indeed, it is a scene sometimes 
that paralyzes description, and is beyond 
the imagination of any one who has never 
looked in, What snapping of finger and 
thumb and wild gesticulation, and raving 
like hyenas, and stamping like buffaloes, 
and swaying to and fro, and running one 
upon another, and deafening uproar until 
the president of the Exchange strikes with 
his mallet four or five times, crying, 
“Order ! order !” and the astonished spec- 
tutor goes oul into the fresh air fecliog that 
he has escaped from pandemonium, What 
docs it all mean? I will tell you what it 
means. The devotees of every heathen 
temple cut themselves to pieces, and yell 
and gyrate. This vociferationand gyration 
of the Stock Exchange is all appropriate. 
This is the worship of the golden calf. 

But my text suggests that this worship 
must be broken up, as the behavior of 
Moses in my text indicated. There are 
those who say that this golden calf spoken 
of in my text was hollow, and merely 
lated with gold; otherwise, they say, 
Moses could! not have carried it. Ido not 
know that; but somehow, perhaps by the 
assistance of his ‘rie dv, he tukes up this 


golden enlf, which iar open insult to God 
nd man, ond throws itito the fice, and it is 
melted, and then it coures out and is cooled 
off, and by some chemical’ appliance, or by 


an old-fashioned tile, it is pulverized, and 
t is thrown into the brook, and, as a 
punishiient the people are compelled to 
drink the nauseating stuff. So, my hearers, 
you may depend upon it that God will burn 
and He will grind to pieces the golden calf 
of medern idolatry, and He will compel the 
Peeplt in theiragony to drink it. If not 
vefore, it will be so on the last day, 1 
know not where the fire will begin, whether 
at the ‘Battery’ or Central Park, whether 
at. Brooklyn Bridge or at Bushwick, whether 
at Shoreditch, London, or West End ; but 
it will be & very hot blaze.

When 
the morning of May 16 dawned he was on 
his way to Mexico. 


‘Shy tHe Disappeared, 

The reason he left go suddenly was that 
the Bank of Hamilton, with which he did 
businoss, had been unable to got aatiatuc 
tory information regarding tho makers of 


certain notes which C. Hilton Davidson had 
discounted, and when they applied to him 
for information his guilty conscience, which, 
As some estoomed gentleman has justly re- 
marked, makes cowards of us all, made Mr, 
Davidson think he had been discovered, so 
he fled. But he had not been discovered up 
to that date. His methods had been in- 
genious and not of an easily detected 
character, and, it is whispered, of a kind 
not entirely unknown in tho finanoial 
operations of prominont firms whose mem- 
bers never went to Mexico. 
His Ingenious Scheme, 

The firm of Davidson & Sous had got into 
financial difficulties some time before, and 
to protect their account nt a it is 
alleged that the acoused forged notes, which 
he discounted with the Bauk of Hamilton 
and other banks. Davidson wont about 
this cunningly. From traveling extensively 
he got to know the farmers well, and be 
knew where acertuin family named was 
P articularly common in a district. Then 
16 forged notes ona mythical individual 
bearing the surname tnat happened to be 
common in that section, but with 
some unusual Christian namo that he 
was certain was not liable to be duplicuted 
among the bearers of the surname. For 
instance, if there were a large number of 
Smythes residing near Ooakville, he would 
forge a note in the name of Cholmondoley 
Smythe and trust to the bank being satis- 
fied to suppose that Cholmondeley was one 
of the wealthy colony of Smythes known to 
reside in that district. OF course, when 
dealing with a supposedly wealthy firm like 
the Davidsons, above suspicion and all that, 
no special trouble was likely to be taken to 
trace up the makers ot the notes. It is not 
known how long Davidson continued this 
practice, but he may have carried it on for 
some years, being always careful to take up 
the notes before maturity and substituting 
other forged paper. 

How the Facts Came Out. 

At the time ot his flight the bank held a 
lot of notes, some known to be good and 
some doubtful. Such a thing as bona fide 
notes being repudiated as forgeries under 
such circumstances has been known to the 
banking world, so tho authorities had to 
proceed very cautiously and delicately in 
the matter to prevent the facts getting 
noised abroad before the notes all became 
due, With the assistance of persons 
familiar with the business of tho firm, the 
bank people were able to pick out the forg- 
ed paper from the good with such accuracy 
that only one man got dunned fora forged 
note and that was speedily arranged, he 
forged notes total up $8000, 

Other Banks Flocced, 


Tn the meantime the bank people had in- 
terviews with the remaining members of 
the firm with the result that on May 30 
the firm assigned for the benefit of aredsiors 
wite liabilities about 840,000. Asa warn- 
ing to similar wrong-doors the bank decided 
to hunt ©. Hilton Davidson down. 

As a matter of fact Davidson was badly 
sold in going to Mexico, thinking he could 
not be extradited. He had heard there was 
no extradition for forgery between the 
United States and Mexico.” But he did not 
know that a treaty existed with Great 
Britain. That is the reason he will haye to 
be brought back via Bermuda, Davidson will 
either be tried at Hamilton or at Milton. 
Other banks bosides the Bank of Hamilton 
have been victimized by him, but the latter 
was tho only one that took action

Farmers should also provide a'l tho latost 
and easies) worked buttor mekin 
mente for their wivos lo the 
at Oxford, the patre made more money 
ss aes than was mado apou the farm, 
Batter suld to ot 
for 25 cents por pound, and thore was a 
great demand for |b. If cows were fed 
well daring the winter, good butter could 
be manufactured oo well as good cheese in 
the aunmor, and ft woald prove to be pro- 
fitable. The animals should also be pro- 
vided wih warmer atablos, Mik for 
churning should be ved whon {fe first sour; 
this fa done io the creamerles, It should 
nob be used too aweet nortoosour. When 
pouring the cream into the chura tt should 
always be stratnud, as this will remove (he 
whity apccka which so often appoar In bub. 
ter and injuro itasalo. The cream should 
be at a temperature of about 60 degreos tn 
summer and about 70 in tho winter. Pro- 
pared butter color may bo added if doslred 
to give the butter the appearance of Jane 
mako. The cream shou'd all be placed tn 
one can. It fs much botter kept in a deop 
cream pall than In the ordinary shallow 
pans, as itis not Hable to bocome tainted 
with bad odor, He referred to the use of 
the cream separator, stating that it was 
more profitable. The milk should be placed 
In the cream can when it fs warm, and 
should then be kept cool by placing 1b In 
foe cold water, and always have the water 
come up as high as the cream io the can. 
He considered that the new-discovery called 
Black Pepsin wasa fraud. Never add sweet 
cream less than 12 hours before churning. 
In the winter if a quart of warm wator is 
added to every three gallons of milk for 
churning purposes tt will be mach botter, 
There are those who keep the milk from 
different cows separate, and set it In diffor- 
ent pans. This, he contended, should not 
be done. Mix the milk by all means, The 
milk from some cows does nob cream read- 
ily, owlng to a constitutional peculiarity tn 
the milk. By mixing milk like this with 
that from other cows, more cream will be 
obtained from the milk than if 1b were set 
alone. Thirty minutes is sboub the time 
for butter to form. 

Whilst the Professor was delivering his 
address, Mr, McTavish was buslly engaged 
In churning. At the end of 26 mlioutes, 
batter was formed. A quantity of cold 
water was then poured Into the churn, and 
the churning continued for a few minutes, 
whon the buttermilk was allowed to run off 
and the butter was collected. A good sam- 
ple was obtained, The churn used wasa 
Daisy swing churn, which Prof. Palmer 
considered was one of the best, 

Much interest was taken In the proceed- 
ings by all present, and doubtless many 
will profit by the advice which was given.

The Venerable Rev. Dr. Jeffe 
Preaches io Bridge 8t. Charch—A Large 
Congrogation—"‘Old People’s Day’’— 
The Superannuated Ministers’ Claims. 


The late Rey. Dr. John Oarroll, in his 
history of Canadian Methodism, entitled, 
*‘Oase and his contemporaries,’’writes: ‘In 
1836-37, the Island of Tanti (now Amherst 
Island) was left to be supplied,” and a noble 
supply fb secured In the person of Welling- 
ton Jeffers, who commenced his prominent 
career on this unpretentious spot—passing 
through the grades of chalrman,seoretary of 
conference, acting president and editor,and 
winning the depres of Doctor of Divinity. 
He had been well educated and had been 
a member of the church for some years, 
but at this tlme, belug young and timid, 
he scarcely gave augury of his great success 
in the future. Yet his modesty, diligence, 
kind famillarity among the people, and un 
mistakable ability made him very accept- 
able and useful in his new field of labor.” 
This was the beginning of the ministerial 
lite of the venerable gentleman, who now, 
after fifty-six years of ‘labors abundant,” 
and in the seventy-ninth year of his age 
(for he was born in lreland, on the 22nd of 
June, 1814) again to the great delight of an 
unusually large morning congregation, filled 
the pulpit of Bridge St. church yesterday, 
and preached with much of his old-time 
force and eloquence. The day had been 
specially seb apart. as ‘‘old people's 
day,’ and it was with particular 
fitness that the Rev. Mr. Baker urged on 
Dr. Jetfers (who had been twice their pas- 
tor—in 1841 and 1880) to minister to them. 
Old members of the congregation who had 
soarce been ab church for years. were 
brought In carriages; for them the old time 
hymns to the old famillar tunes were sang, 
and speclal benedictions {nvoked upon 
them. Ib was also the day of the annual 
appeal for the superannuated ministers’ 
fund of the churoh. Age usual, this congre- 
gation met In full the amount which they 
were expected to give (some $140), Dr, 
Jeffers prefaced his sermon by expressing 
the delight it gave him to again meet his 
many friends of that church; he had acowed- 
ed to the wish of thelr pastor, so that he 
might again tell them, fn these days of the 
so-called “higher criticlam,”’of his unfalter- 
ing faith In the Divinity of God's Word. 
He had read and re-read all that the mod- 
ern sceptics and Infidels had to say as to 
the Divine authority of the Bible, he had 
welghed well thelr argamonts, he bad ana- 
lyzed thelr loglc, and he came to declare 
to them hls stronger falth than ever in the 
luprognable rock of Holy Scripture. He 
believed with Paul that‘ttho wisdom of the 
world would come to naught" and In the 
ages to come It will bo a wonder that mon 
of thle and obthor ages should be called 
| wine and deny a personal God, Ho then 
ok as the text of bis sermon John xvu, 
 * To know Thoe thy only trae God and 
Joous Obrist whom Thou hast sent,” 

In this his 79ch year, ho sald, 1b became 
| him at this time of prevailing Infidollty to 
say that he had not lost In any degree his 
faith tn God's word. Ho had read the

Her last hours were alngalarly indicative of 
the calm consciousness she enjoyed of a 
Saviour’s love and her serene triumph in 
the christian feith.—Picton Gazette,

Agriculture, The cargo of Canadian cattle, 
on tho Beaver line steamship Lake 
Winnipeg, which arrived at Liver- 


pool last Thursday, was detained, the in- 
spectors suspecting some of the animals to 
be affected with the dreaded plague, Two 
of the suspected animale were killed and 
the lungs sent to the yoterinarians of the 
Board of Agriculture in London. After o 
careful microscopical examination the 
scientists declared that the animale 
slaughtered had been perfectly free from 
pleuro-pnenmonia. The cargo has conse- 
quently beon released and the Lake Wipni- 
peg’s cattle were sold on to-day'sa markets, 

Since the present pleuro scare began a 
most rigid search for the discase is being 
made among all the cargoes of cattle arriv- 
ing at British porta from ‘the continent of 
Amorica. No more cases have been found 
to warrant tho officiala of the Board of 
Agrioulture in maintaining their claim that 
pleuro-pneumonia exista among Canadian 
cattle, They donot claim to have found a 
single case of pleuro-pneumonia amon 
Canadian cattle beyond the questions 
cases among the cattle frem the Hurone 
and Monkseaton.

A Genernl Reduction of Wages Among 
Keo-Engnged Strikers at Cornegie’s 


Homesreap, Nov, 23.—Tho closing act in 
the famous strike was performed lasv night.

MONETARY CONFERENCE 


The Duty of the Mritish Delogatos Is to 
Liston and Learn 
Brusseis, Nov. 


23.—The International 
Monetary 


Conference met yesterday, 
The proceedings were yurely formal, 
M. Beernhart, Belgian Prime Minis- 
ter, who opened the proceedings, said the 
conference had been called to discuss one 
of the gravest and most complex problems 
that modern society ever had to face. He 
extended, in the name of the Belgian Gov- 
ernment, ® most cordial welcome to the 

delegates, 

Alter referring to the monetary crisis that 
had occurred during the past century, M. 
Beernhart said it was in the direction of an 
international understanding that a solution 
of the monetary question was now sought, 

Tt was fitting that the deliberations of 
the conference shovld take place on the 
soil of a country belonging to the Latin 
Union, but it was for the delegates of the 
United States to put forward the views of 
their government and explain how it was 
proposed Lo varry these views into effect. 

H. Montefiori Levi, as president of the 
conference, followed M. Beernhart. The 
worst feature of the present monetary situ- 
ation was, he said, its instability. He 
hoped the conference would sink its indi- 
vidual interests and keep in view the higher 
interest of the great human family. 

How. E. Tirrel, United Staves Minister to 
Belgium, replied in a few formal words on 
behalf ot the American delegates. 

The conference then adjourned until 
Friday. 

The Conference arranged to meet three 
times each week. ‘Tle American proposals 
will be submitted on Friday. 

The American delegates are stopping at 
the Hotel Bellevue. Minister Tirrel called 
upon the at noon and discussed questions 
pertaininy: ty the conference until it was 
time to provecd to the hall.

Another Case of the Disense Develops in 
a Young Englishman, 


ToRoNTO, Noy. 23.—Anotber caso of 
smallpox has doveloped in the oity, and just 
when the four or five patients in the Isola- 
tion Hospital had been declared well enough 
to again mingle with society. 

The patient is an Eigishman named 
George Sumner, aged 26 years,

Sunday he 
was taken ill and yesterday the disease was 
declared to be smalipox. There is no doubt 
Qiggut it, the patient being covered from 
hoadd to foot with the pimples that charao- 
terize the disease, 

The Medical Health Department was noti- 
fled and the inmates were itnmodiately quar- 
antined, a guard being placed outalde to pro- 
vent oither ingress or egress, ‘he family 
consists of Mr. Thwaites, his wife and six 
children, Mr, Thwaites is away from home, 
and will be compelled to stay so,nt least until 
the period of iuoubation is passed. All the 
family will be vacoinated this morning, 

Suimoer, who issingle and without rela- 
tives in the city, will be removed to the Iso- 
lation Hospital this morning. 


Prohibition in Kansas, 

Torgxa, Ks., Nov. 23.—Tho official 
countas made by the Secretary of State

WITH POMP AND SPLENDOR. 


Emperor William Opens a Session of the 
Relohsatag—KRead His Speech. 

Berwin, Noy. 23.—The ceremony of open- 
ing the Reichstag took place in the Knights 
Hall of the Royal palace yesterday and was 

erformed with the utmost pomp and splen- 

or. Emperor William .read his speech 
opening the session, 

Lonpon, Noy. 22.—The Times’ Berlin 
correspondent saya: ‘It is estimated that 
new taxes will yield 58,000,000 marks, The 
Army Bill requires a capital expenditure 
of 66,000,000 marks and an 
annual expenditure of 64,000,000 marks. 
It is expected the Government 
will be obliged to adjust matters by modi- 
fying the dimensions of their military 
scheme or the exaction of larger contribu- 
tions from the Federal States to the Im- 
perial treasury,” 

Chancellor Von Caprivi, the members of 
the Bundesrath and nearly all the members 
of the Reichstag were present at the cere- 
mony of opening the session of the Reich- 
stag. 

Emperor William wore the uniform of the 
Garde du Corps, As he entered the hall 
he was given three cheers. He proceeded 
direct to the throne, on which he seated 
himself. Prince Albrecht and Prince Fred- 
erick Leopold stood beside him. His 
Majesty read his speech without doffing his 
helmet, 

With the exception of his reference to 
Germany’s friondly foreign relatious, the 
Emperor's speech was coldly received by 
the evening papers, 

The National Zeitung complains that the 
preest contained nothing new in regard to 
the army bill. 

The ultra-conservative Kreuz 
says that an unprojudiced person 
can scarcely obtain from the speech 
any other impression than that the 
empire under the present economic con- 
ditions is rather in need of economy than 
of new and large demands. 

The Vossische Zeitung says that the 
speech confirms the statement made at the 
opening of the Diet that the economic situa- 
tion of the country is unsatisfactory.

“In order that the House and country 
might judge of the the 
ment the foreign office bas furnished to m 
from the archives a telegram from Privy 
Councillor Abeko to Prince Bismarck, 
dated July 13, 1870, stating that His 
Majesty King William complained of the 
behavior of the French Ambass 
ador on the Promegrade, and also a letter 
of Hin Majesty ordering Privy Councillor 
Abeko to telograply to the Baron d 
Werther that His Majesty woe tnodignant 
at the imputations of Duc de Gramont and 
of the French Ambassador, Bendetti, in re- 
gard t 1 (the King's) conduct, and that 
His Majesty reserved to himaelf the right to 
take further steps. 

“Theso facts,” added the Chanoollor, 
‘prove that His Majesty, the late Kiog and 
Ewperor William, was not the old weakling 
that Prince Bismarck has been lately sug- 
gesting, and also prove that Germany in 
1870 did ita utmost in the direction of con- 
ciliation,” 

Chis statement of the Chancellor caused 
a decide dl sensation in the Reichstag, being 
tho firat open and official answer on the part 
of the Government to Prince Bismarck’s 
charges. 

It is believed that Prince Bismarck will 
accept the challenge and take his seat in 
the Reichstag to answer Caprivi. 

The Chancellor also said; ‘‘We abhor 
preventablo war. We do not desire the 
smallest piece of Frerich territory. The 
next war, should war unfortunately break 
out, would be much more difficult, because 
tho French army and fortress, especially 
Paris, are in much better condition than in 
1870. 

“Germany's condition after such a war, 
even if followed by 25 years of poace, 
would be infinitely more intolerable than 
now.”

Russo-Gorman Relations 


Referring to the Russo-German relations 
the Chancellor said: 

‘Friendship has existed botweon Ger- 
many and Russia for centucios past and the 
Emperor Alexander himself was an im- 
portant personage in maintenance of these 
friendly relations 

“The present Crar is one of the nobleat- 
minded and most peaceful of monarchs and 
appreciates tho peaceful and loyal policy of 
Germany. 

“There are in Russia, however, hostile 
currents working against us which, since 
the successful achievements of German arms 
and diplomacy, have risen above the inter- 
este Of Russia; yet it must not be concluded 
because Kussia is developing her army that 
war is imininent. We mustassume from her 
preparations that Russia's next war will be 
to the westward. These preparations 
arouse 1) anxiety at present, but they 
might constitute a danger to us. 

‘It must be remembered that Prince Bia- 
marck, during the reign of the late Ozar 
Alexander, spoke of a positive threat of 
war coming from Russia. 

“The Government has used every endeavor 
to maintain tolegraphic communication 
with Russia, but désires that the current 
shall not be withdrawn from the connecting 
lines within Austria and Italy, 

**There is undoniably a rapprochement be- 
tween Russia and France, in the face of 
which we cannot yield Alsace-Lorraine nor 
brenk off our relations with Austria, 

“The strengthening of ourarmaments con- 
stitutes no threat- to Russia, We only 
want tu repel a poasible attack. Wo must 
think of war with the probability of hay- 
ing to present two fronts. 

“Tf Russia wished to go to war she would 
be sure of alliance of France; if France wish- 
ed;to go to war the alliance of Russia with 
France would be anopen question. In 
either case Russia must occupy the atten- 
tion of a portion of our forces. 

“We are not prepared 
au exigency. We would have to 
defend _ ourselves against superior 
members. If we don’t’ do this, the heroes 
of 1813 would up from their graves 
Against us in ous indiguation, Our 
whole position among the nations de 
pends on our military strength, 
We have the highest opinion of 
our allies and the Drviband is nowhere so 
popular as in Germany. But even the 
Dreibund is weaker in troops than are 
France und Russia.

HE HAS NOT GIVEN OVER THE REINS 
OF POWER 


And Probably Will Not Until the New. 
foundiand Affair is Seithed—And Me 
Has Had Something to Say in the 
Yotthement of the Manttoba Question, 


Ortawa, Noy. 24.—The re-constructors 
of the Cabinet were busy yesterday, and 
40 less than three, all equally unreliable, 
tumors have been afloat with regard to Sir 
John Abbott, 

The first is that he will leave for Canada 
with Mr, Foster to-morrow; theseoondisthat 
he will not leave for two or. three weeks 
yet, spending that time in the Riviera ;and 
the third is that he starta at once for Egypt 
and will spend the winter climbing the 
pyramids or in some other equally pleasant 
occupation, having in the meantime sent in 
his resignation. 

None of those rumorshave any official con. 
firmation, and two ministers. to’ whom, Tbe 
Werld spoke to-night. simply laughed at 
them, 

It cannot be learned that Mr. Abbott has 
communicated to any of his colleagues his 
intentions since he left, 

Atthat time it was said privately :that 
he had written out his resignation and 
placed it inthe hands of a friend ‘tobe 
transmitted to His [xcellency in the ewdnt 
of Sir.Audrew Clark and the other special- 
ists he proposed consulting deciding that 
be wos suffering from organic trouble 
which would necessitate his abstaining en- 
tirely from mental worry, but that 
resignation is said to be still safely deposit- 
ed in the friend’s pocket, and it is general- 
ly believedl here that it will remain there 
oatil Sir John Abbott's retarn about the 
middle of next month, the time he fixed for 
his return when he went away. 

Still, it is possible that he may not return 
immediately, und in that case the resigna- 
tion may be acted on, but so long a 
time has elapsed since he saw S'r Andrew 
Clark and his health ix reported to have 
80 much improved that it is not now re- 
garded as at ail probable that he will ro- 
sigo, at all events until after another ses- 
sion of Parliament, not until the Newfound- 
land matter is definitely settled. 

Interested in Several Matters, 

It is well known that Sir John took a 
aan personal interest in the negotiarions 
with that colony last session, which led to 
the suspension of tariff hostilities for the 
past season, and there is no doubt that he 
would greatly desire that if Newfoundland 
is to join the Dominion the union should 
take place during his administration. 

Besides this there is reason to believe 
that Sir John would prefer to complete the 
reconstruction of the Cabinet himself, and 
have Womething to say in the settlement of 
the Manitoba school question. So that all 
things considered it appears most probable 
that he will retain the premiership as long 
as his health will in any way permit, 

As to prospective Cabinet changes, 
nothing new has been heard des f but the 
romor that Mr. Chaplean will retire to 
Spencerwood in the course of a week or two 
has been revived. 

This, however, does not seem at all 
probable in view of the fact that Mr, 
Chapleau is one of the sub-committee of 
council to whom the appeal for 
remedial legislation has been referred, 
and that the sub-committee has 
made ~ an appointment with Mr, 
Ewart, counsel for Archbishop Tache, 
to meet him here on Friday next, when it 
is believed a date will be set for hearing 
argument in the case before a full meeting 
of council, after the Manitoba Government 
has been notified. 

It looks as if the rumor about Sir John 
Abbott's resignation at this particular time 
was caused by thesimple fact that Hon. 
Mr. Foster, who went over with him, is 
returning without him and that in the 
words of the late Hon. John Henry Pope, 
“There ain't nothing to it.”

O'CONNOR'S CAREER. 


20 Years Oldi—He Lefct an Eetate 


Worth 840,000 


Ie Wae 


William James O'Connor was born in tho 
house in which be died, May 4, 1863, and 
was consequontly 20 years old. His mother 
died shortly after his birth, The eldest 
brother of the family, John, to whom was 

younger mem 


bers of the family, died two years ago, 
shortly after his wife, and the oarsman 
succeeded him as proprietor of the O'Connur 
House. A sister died some years ago. The 
late oarsman’s brothers, Michael, ‘Thomas, 
Henry and Patrick, and his sisters, Mrs. 
Riddell and Mrs. Glover, survive him. He 
was an unmarried man. O'Connor's father 
is still living at the age of SI. 

“TI will never marry,” said O'Connor to a 
friend a few weeks before his death. 

‘Thave my late brother's children to 
look after. He was a good brother to me, 
and I am obliged to look after their inter- 
ests.” 

O'Connor died leaving an estate valued 
at $40,000, including $15,000 insurance, tho 
O'Connor House $15,000 and the residue in 
real estate and cash. 


HANLAN’S MOURNFUL MOOD. 
O'Connor Was Not Himaecif in the Double 
Scall Races This Year, 

The firat thing yesterday morning Han- 
lan called at O’Connor’s place and learned 
that his sculling partner was nearing his 
end. He wonded his way home, tears 
trickling down his cheeks as he walked 
along Adelaide-street. In the afternoon 
the ex-werld’s champion came down town 
and learned that O’Connor was dead. 

“It was Sept. 5 at Charlotte,” sad Han- 
Ian, “that I noticed O'Connor was failing. 
In the race with Hosmer and McKay he 
scemed to lose strength at the 14 miles, and 
when asked the cause said that he was a 
little fleshy and not trained down sufficient- 
ly. He wouldn't admit of anything being 
wrong with his constitution. 

“T advised him not torow Gaudaur for 
7 weeks at loast,” continued Hanlan; ‘and 
aa the Orillian could not wait that long we 
made the match in the doubles. During 
his preparation for the event that proved 
the last of his life, he wasn’t well during 
the whole preparation, 

“I remember when we wore on our way 
to Orillia we stopped at Allandale for din- 
ner. O'Connor ate a single egg only, while 
I took two eggs anda steak large enough 
fortwo men, The race was a repetition of 
the Charlotte one, only O'Connor appeared 
much weaker, At the first half I thought 
we would win, but at the 4 they gained 
on us, and at the mile O'Connor lost 
his strength and dropped the stroke from 
36 to 28. Atthe turn I tho ght he would 
stop altogether. I believe his constitution 
was being slowly undermined until the 
dread disease carried him off to-day.”

A PUGNACIOUS COMET. 


It Struck the Earth and Wns Smashed— 
The Name Was Not Biela, 

Puitapeirara, Nov, 24.—The event for 
which the astronomers haye been watching 
and the general public dreading has come to 
pss. 

Last night in its passage through space the 
earth crashed into a comet with disastrous 
results to the solar tramp. The statement 
that the earth anda comet were in col- 
lision to-night is made upon the authority 
of Prof. ©. M. Snyder, instructor in as- 
tronomy at the High School in this city. 
According to Prof. Snyder, the comet 
struck was not Biela’s, but a stray one that 
was wanlering through without a 
fixed orbit or a determined des*ination. 

Tho comet, when struck by the earth, 
was in the Andromeda group. The force of 
the impact between the two bodies shat- 
tered the comet to pieves, and the evidence 
of the collision was plainly visible to all 
persons out of doors to-night in the great 
number of shooting stars, or meteors, that 
fell.

Live Stock Export Trade. 

Tho Montreal Gazette, in a four and a 
half colamn review of the season's live 
stock export trade, which {bt desoribes as **a 
financially disastrous season,” has this to 
say of our fellow townsman,Geo. H. Pope, 
Erq , and his coadjator, Mr, Morgan : 

“The Governme.t regalations have been 
{n torce all season and have done much to 
improve the cone of the business. Tho iu- 
spectors, Messrs. Pope and Morgan, have 
had their trials and tribulations, but have 
done excellent work, and have now got the 
machinery of the law working very smooth- 
ly. One result of their work fs seen in the 
small percentage of loss shown In a state- 
mend published below. Thoy have been 
kept on the alert looking after the 
hay Intended for feed. Some has been 
dellyered on the warves which was hardly 
fit for bedding, and as much as 15 or 20 
loads of this kind of stoff has been sent 
away from a single steamer, Another great 
difficulty they have had to contend with 
was about the men. Some shippers still 
adhere to the practice of ongaging foremen 
to take cattle across at so much per head. 
These foremen engaged mon for assistants 
who are totally unfitted for the work, and 
the inspectors have had great trouble in 
making selections. Tho shippers have also 
given considerable trouble owing to thelr 
anxiety to pub on more cattle than they had 
space for, this belong notably the case In re- 
gard to stoskers,”

The house Is old, turroted 
like a chateau, overgrown with clematis aud 
passion flower. The grounds, enclosed by 
high mossy walls, aro cf great extent, ond 
beautifully lafld out. The long chestnut 
avenue, the sparkling fountains, the trim 
flower-beds, are the delight of the sisters’ 
hearts, Thdgreon beauty of the garden, 
and tho grey stone of the ancient building, 
form a charming background for the white 
velled women who gilde with nolseless steps 
along the oclolsters or the avenue ; a bac 
ground more becoming to them even than 
to the bevy of girls in thelr everydey groy 
frocks, or thelr Sonday garb of white and 
blaoe. For the sisters’ quaint and gracefol 
dress harmon!zea withthe antique surround 
ings of buildings and ornament as anything 
younger sod more modern [eils to do. 

These women—shub «ff from the world, 
and knowlng little of its joys or its sorrows 
—bavea strangely tranquil air. With some 
the tranquility verges on childishness, One 
feela they have not conquered the world, 
they have but escaped Ib ; and, as one plities 
the soldier who fles the battle, so one 
mourns the want of courage which has con- 
demined these women to an Inglorious peace. 
But here and there another kind of face is 
to be seen. Here and there we come across 
a countenance besring the traglo Impress of 
toil and grief and parsion ; and we feel !t 
possible that In this haven alone perhaps 
could a nature which had striven and suf- 
fered so greatly find ip the end a reatlog 
place. But such faces fortunately are few 
and far between. 

From the low wide window of the great 
salle d' etude a filght of steps with carved 
stone balustrades ledintothegarden, The 
balostrades were half-covered with cluster- 
ing white roses aud purple clematis on the 
day of which I write; and a breath of per- 
fume, almost overpowering In its sweatness, 
was wafted every now and then from the 
beds of mignonette and lilles on either 
alde. The brilliant sunebine of an early 
September day was nob yeb touched with 
the melancholy of autumn ; the leaves of 
the Virginla creeper had not yet changed 
to scarlet, nor had tho chestnuts yellowed 
as {if winter was creepingon apace.

A BOY WITH A TEMPER. 


Jeremiah Murphy Flies in m Passion and 
Kills a Horse 


MontTrREAL, Nov. 25.—A milkman of 8t. 
Henri named Joseph Ladouceur entered

by « lad of 16 years of age named Jeremiah 
Murphy.» Mr, Ladouceur wanted the boy 
sent tothe reformatory or jail, and had 
been referred from St. Henrito Judge 
Desnoyers, He stated that the boy was 
one of the many immigrants brought over 
here by Father Siddon of London. He had 
been inthe country fora year anda half. 

First he worked for a far- 
mer of 8t. Clet, and then came to Montreal 
where he got employment with Mr. La- 
doucer. 

The boy was quick tempered, and when- 
ever he became displeased attacked the 
first person dr animal he came across 
Often Mr, Ladouceur’s boys were struck by 
the immigrant, but to cap the climax he 
on Saturday last got angry at a horse in 
the stable, and raising a shovel he struck 
the animal savagely on the leg, cutting an 
artery. 

The horse, which cost $90, died despite 
the treatment of a veterinary surgeon. The 
boy next attacked a cow, but that animal 
survived the blows and is atill alive. 

Mr. Ladouceur, not wishing to prosecute 
the boy, sént him away, but on Tuesday 
night he returned to the house and said he 
was freezing and hungry. Ifhe did not 
get shelter he would commit suicide, 

Mr. Ladouceur took him in and came to 
the conclusion that it would be well to 
have him sent to the reformatory. The 
lad seemed satisfied withgbhis move. How- 
ever, as lie could only be incarcerated on a 
complaint showing he had committed a 
crime Mr, Ladouceur made a deposition 
regarding the killing of the horse, which 
the accused acknowledged. He was there- 
fore sent to the Court of Queen’s Bench.

We admire the 
Swiss character—honest, industrious, and 
self-respecting ; as servants they are slmply 
perfection. Their natural costumes are 
exbremely picturesque, and thelr ordinary 
dress simple and clean, but when {bt comes 
to their homes, either in the narrow streets 
of the towns, the mountaln villages, or the 
detached country chalets, language falls to 
describe their dreariness, or the ‘tawfalness” 
of the odors that emanate from them, and 
pollute the atmosphere. We have failed so 
far to discover the cause of these odors, but 
ib is the essence of the worst Swiss cheese 
you ever smelled, pervading everything. 
Whether the cheese fe responsible for the 
odor, or almply absorbs !t, {s a problem that 
I fear we will never be able to solve. The 
continental Sunday would disgust you 
above all things. Yesterday we attended 
the English church, and. enjoyed the ser- 
vices very much. In the market place 
there was a grand fete, Ib began witha 
dinner, after which there was a dis- 
tribution of prizes of some grand lottery. 
As the lacky number was called, each re- 
clplent drank to the health of the concern 
with wine provided for the occaslon and 
“thrown In.” The presents were very 
simple usefal articles, which reminded us 
of ourhome Xmas drees, After this was 
over, the band took its place on a very 
shaky impromptu band stand, then the 
dancing began. A temporary floor had been 
laid of the roughest lumber and fenced in, 
and tickets were sold for the privilege, for 
which there was a perfect rush, and then a 
stampede for the floor. They were all 
peasants, and the yigor wlth which they 
jumped and bounced (you could not call 
it dancing) was almost appaling. The girls 
would get dizzy and almost faint, when 
they would stop thelr mad career and walk 
a few minutes, still embracing each other 
in the most affectionate manner. The girls 
nearly all wore the natlonal costume, and 
some of them looked really pretty, bub the 
men were nob mach to look at,although the 
girls did nob seem to think so. After each 
dance the floor was cleared, and then, I 
suppose, they had to pay again. We ex- 
pected, of course, that the performance 
would be over by night, but ab midnight I 
awoke and was astonished to hear the band 
still playing, and we found that they did 
nob stop until 4 o'clock in the morning. 
That is a sample of the Sabbath as 
fo fs kept on the continent. I should 
not fall to state that with all the 
vine that was drunk at the dance there 
was not the slightest Indication of drunk- 
enness, and, in fact, I have not seen more 
than one or two*'drunks” on the continent.

THE MINORITY IN MANITOBA. 


Their Counoil Will Place Their Petitions 
Before Committee. 


Orrawa, Noy. 26.—Mr. Kwart, counsel 
for the minority in Manitoba, who are peti- 
tioning His Excellency in council for reme- 
dial legislation with respect to the Manitoba 
School Act, arrived here yesterday, and will 
have an interview with the sub-committees 
of council to-morrow. In an interview 
Mr. Ewart says: “I have brought along 
with me copies of all the petitions which 
have so far been presented to’ the Govern- 
ment on this case. The last petition was 
somowhat different from the others, be 
cause it was presented after the decision of 
the Privy Council, when the case assumed 
a somewhat different phase. I will lay 
these petitions before the committee, and 
will ask that a day be set tor the 
hearing of the case before a full 
meeting of the Cabinet, I suppose it will 
be necussary forme to point ont that the 
Canadian Privy Council have jurisdiction 
to deal with the question, although some 
hold that the fact of the Imperial Privy 
Oouncil having disposed ofthe case places 
it beyond the Canadian Government's con- 
trol, 

But the report af Sir John Thompson 
made on March 21, 1891, settles that mat- 
ter, and I will refer the committee to it, 
The Minister of Justice, as you will re- 
momber, said in that report that if the de- 
cision of the Privy Council should be 
against the petitioners it wovld be then 
time to apply to His Excellency the Goy- 
ernor-General in council for redress. Thore 
may be some other points which the com- 
mitteo may desire me to explain,”

Ottawa, Nov. 26.—The long euspente 
with respect to the resignation of Sir Jolin 
Abbott is over and the expected change of 
Piemiership has come. j 

Although this change bas been partly ex- 
pected and looked forward to, still at the 
astitcame rather suddenly and is not 
even how generally kuown, for although 
the change was made shortly after 1} o'clock 
it was kept very quiet fora while and the 
evening papers did not get it in time for 
publication, ~ 

His Excellency came to his office in the 
eastern block about noon, as he usually 
does on Fridays, and shortly after his ar- 
rival his secretary called on Sir Jolin 
Thompson, who at once accompanied him 
to His Excellency, with whom he was 
closeted for over an hour, About 3 o’clodk 
the following statement was given out by 
Major St. Aubyn, His Excellency’s secre- 
tary, for publication: 

The Governor-General has received 
with great regret a letter from Sir John 
Abbott, intimating that he is compelled 
by the state of his health to resigo his 
office. 

Acting upon the adyice of Sir John 
Abbott, His Excellency requested Sir Jolin 
Thompson to form the new Cabinet. Sir 
John Thompson has accepted this duty, bat 
itis. probulile that a few days will he re- 
quired before an accurate list of the mins- 
ters can be given, 

Immediately after this statement was 
made public the representative of The 
World called of Sir John Thompsop, 
but could get no information from 
him beyond tho fact that it 
would probably be the end of 
next week before lie would be in a position 
to anvounce who the members of the 
Cabinet will be. 

His Excellency and Lady Stanley leave 
for Toronto to-morrow morning to spend a

Sir Charles Rivera- Wilson, spoaking for 
Great Britain, said the British delegates 
adhered to the American’ resolution, which 
was really the basig.on which the congress 
met. The principles therein onunciated were 
act forth in the invitation issued 
the Government of the Uni 
States and the presence of delegates 
fromm the countries invited, implied the 
acceptance by those countries of that prin- 
ciple, 

M. Terrat of the French delegation said 
he thought the method of proceedrue pro- 
eae by the Americans was peculiar. ‘The 

nited States Government convoked the 
conference and the American delegates were 
looked tofor the program and proposals, 
The statement now submitted was placed 
in the hands of the delegates on their en- 
tering the chamber this afternoon. They 
had not had, therefore, a chance for 
considering it in all of ita bearings. 

He wished to aay, however, for himself 
and his colleagues that they had come to 
conference with an earnest desire to con- 
sider most cordially every proposal tending 
to rehabilitate silver. 

They were conscious of the great injury 
resulting to the commerce of the world by 
the depreciation of silver and would heartily

The conference ultimately resolved, in 
accordance with the request of Senator 
Allison, to postpone action on the American 
proposals uotilalatterstage of proceedings, 
and meet Monday to consider proposals sub- 
mitted by Rotschild of tho British delega- 
tion, of which a printed copy will be circu- 
Inted to-morrow.

THRE! MASKED ROBBERS 


HOLD UP PASSENGERS ON A WEST- 
ERN TRAIN. 


Vrory Man 
Ke lieved 


in n Northern Pacitie 
His Valunbles — 
Unmolested — 81200 

Taken—Thieves Stopped the Train. 


Seattte, Wash., Noy. 28.—The over- 
land westbound train on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad was held up Satuaday 
evening near Hot Springs by three 
masked men, who robbed all of the 
male passengers in the Pullman 
sleeper Wadena; six in all. The robbers 
entered the car, it is bslieved, at Hot 
Springs, as the train had pot gone five 
miles when the men entered the rear part 
of the sleeper. The first man the 
came across was FE. H. Miller of Portland, 
Ore., who wus in the smoking compart- 
ment. He was relieved of $10 and a gold 
watch, and then told to march in ahead of 
the robbers, which he did. 

One of the highwaymen went tothe ex- 
treme end of the car, while the other stood 

vard at the end they entered. All were 

ressed in dark clothes, overcoats, slouch 
hats, and wore handkerchiets over their 
faces withholes cut out for eyes. They 
placed revolvers at the heads of the passen- 
gers, and commanded them to hold up 
their hands, which order was immediately 
obeyed. 

As the robbing was going on S. J. Freed- 
man of Portland,\Ore., came in from an ad- 
joining car, and as he entered, not knowing 
what was going on, be was commanded to 
hold up his hands, but rot complying quick 
enough the robber nearest to him fired a 
shot through the side of the car, and then 
Freedman understood what was wanted, 
and he handed over his valuables. The 
robbers did jot molest the ladies, of whom 
there were four with two children, tellin 
them to keep quiet and no harm woul 
come tothem. This they did. 

After robbing everybody, in the car, and 
without going to any of the other cars, the 
robbers pulled the bell cord, give the pro- 
per signals, aud when the car stopped they 
pulled the bell to start again, and then 
jumped off, fled to the woods and fired a 
parting fusilade as they disappeared. 

The total amount taken was $1200 be- 
sides the gold watches and jewelry and 
other valuables. 

The following is 4 list of the men robbed: 
Pullman conductor and porter, E. E. Heg, 
Portland, $10 and gold watch worth. $200; 
8. J. Freedman, Portland, $100 and gold 
watch; Sam Obner, $105 (he saved his. watch 
by throwingit under the seat); H. Guimare, 
between $900 and $1000 (he had just sold a 
mining claim in Slocan District in British 
Columbia, and was going to Seattle. It is 
thought this is the man the robbers wera 
really after, thinking he had more money 
than was found upon him; E. H.. Miller, 
$10 and jewelry; Pullman Conductor G. W. 
Wiley, St. Paul, $50. 

From the fact that the robbers gave per 
fect signals, itis believed that they are 
railroad men. They were all armed with 
big Colt revolvers. The train arrived here 
about 3 o'clock this morning en route te 
Portland, Ore. 


Jack Holsak and the Tiger, 

Perhaps the most remarkable man, phy- 
sically, the country ever produced was 
Jack Holsak, a flatboatman well known on 
the Ohio thirty-five or forty years ago,” 
said Thomas C. Jamison, who was discuss- 
ing America’s new champion slugger.

Now, however, that he has, at 
the request of his retiring chlefand fn re- 
sponse to the unanimous voice of his party, 
assumed the heavy responsibility which he 
declined seventeen months ogo, he will have 
the same strong support which was given to 
hls predecessor.

This will give two additional seats in the 
Ministry, but reduce the Cabinet by one. 
Mr. Foster will be Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, and the two comptrollera will 
bo under him with Ministerial rank, but 
not of the Cabinet, With these two seate 
at bis disposal Sir John will be able to 
reconstruct his Cabinet, and also introduce 
more or less new blood 

Now as to Sir John Thompson's policy. 
First and foremost it will bo a policy strong 
in the direction of building up the Canadian 
Dominion. It will be pronouncedly national 
in the way of carrying out our international 
relations. 

8ir John Thompson has, so it is admitted 
on all hands, unequalled abilities for match. 
ing American diplomacy in the Behring 
Bea matter,in the fishories disputes, in 
the question of the canals and he is 
the most competent man we have in the 
subject of our,trade relations with our 
neighbors and of our atill closer relations 
with England. 

Sir John Thompson is especially able on 
all these questions, and he will have a 
atrong Canadian policy on themall. The 
paramount issues in Canada to-day are of 
this character, and Sir John Thompson is 
the ablest man to handle them. 

Next, Sir John may be expected to de- 
clare himself in no uncertain way asin favor 
of a progressive policy of industrial and 
commercial development. He has no in- 
tention of abandoning, but rather of 
strengthening, the National Policy, of en- 
couraging home manufactures, of keeping 
our own work for our own poople and of 
making Canada self-reliant. 

Part of this policy involves a vigorous 
plan for the aottlement of our gountry, On 
these two paramount questions then of our 
international relations and of the develop- 
ment of our country Sir John will take a 
strong Canadian and national stand. 

And now, to come toa secondary matter, 
but one which occupies a great deal of at- 
tention: 

The Manitoba School Question. 

As was said above, Sir John 
proaches this question entirely un- 
ploine. It is not a question that 
is likely to get into politics for some 
time to come, but on the contrary it will 
immediately get into the courts and have 
its settlement there, Manitoba, and the 
sympathizers of Manitoba in Ontario, need 
have no fears of that question, 

The Roman Catholics have come to the 
Government and claimed that it should 
step in and grant them remedial legislation. 
The Government have referred them toa 
committee of their own members to hear 
their argument. That committee will ar- 
rangoto have the whole question, as to 
whether the Government can interfere or 
not, submitted to the Govornmont sitting 
asfsomething like an open court. 

The Roman Catholics will be asked to 
establish a case, if they can, showing that 
such interference is constitutional. The 
Province of Manituba will be given an 
equal opportunity of answering and show- 
ing that itis not. The press and the pub- 
lic will be admitted to the arguments, The 
Government will then decide on, not 
whother they have the powers of inter- 
ference or not, but whether they will remit 
the question tothe Supreme Court for do- 
cision or not, 

The question may go no further than a 
decision, not even to submit the question 
to the court. All this will be done before 
Parliament meets, If the 
ment decide to submit the 
tion. to the court for a decision 
as to the powers of the Govern- 
ment apd of Parliament to inter- 
fere that will put the question for the time 
out of politics, and it will not be able to 
even bo raised in Parliament in the coming 
session. If the court in the course of a 
yoar should decide that Parliament and the 
Government have the right to intorfore 
then the question comes back to politics, 
and Sir John Thompson and his par ty must 
take astand, By that time the question 
will be pretty well threshed out, and you 
will not find the Government disp nod te 
interfere, even if®th y havo the right

Lonpow, Nov. 28.—Considorable alarm 
has been created among English working 
pooplo by the report that the United States 
is about to pass a Inw stopping iminigration 
altogether It is foared that, as wages are 
higher in England than on the Continent, 
the tide will turn altogether in this direo- 
tion. 

Alroady the influx of foreigners, and es- 
pecially of Russians and Poles, willing to 
work for small wages has had a perceptible 
effect upon the labor market, and many 
Englishmen feel that thoy are out of jobs 
because the Russians and Poles have under- 
bid them. 

There isalsoa largo influx of Russian 
and Polish women who aro gradually drift- 
ing into employment as servants and in 
other domestic capacitios, the lower rate of 
wages paid them being compensation to 
employers for their ignorance of the lan- 
guage, Thus Englishmon and English- 
women are being driven out of work by 
immigration. 

The only class that favors 
gration is the manufacturers. They hold 
it over tho operatives in the toxtile in- 
dustries 48 4 menace of what might happen 
if the operatives are too persistent in their 
demands for higher wages, or in their op- 
position to reduced wages 

As some of the newspapers are owned by 
or published in the interest of manufac- 
turers, such newspapers are very chary of 
dealing with the subject.

JAILED IN IDAHO 





A HBritish Sabjeot Seeking Redress 


Through His Government 

Botss Crry, Idaho, Nov. 27.—The Coer 
D'Alene riots of last summer seom destined 
to be productive of international complica- 
tions. 

One of the foreigners arrested in July by 
the military authorities for aiding and 
abetting rioters has prevailed on his Goy- 
ernment to demand redress from the United 
States. 

The manin question is Alexander R. 
Chisholm of Wardner, a subject of Queer 
Victoria, 

He alleges that on July 17 he was, by 
order of Colonel Carlin of the 4th Infantry, 
arrested and thrown into prison. There he 
was compelled to remain until Sept. 30, 
without examination or trial, his protesta- 
tions of British citizenship proving un-

The British Government has requested 
an explanation from this Government, and 
the authorities at Washington have asked 
Secretary of State Pinkham of Idaho for 
information.

ed an ablo and patriotlo sermon from 
the following soripbure text Poalm 137, 
bth veree, “If 1 forged thoo oh, Jerusalem, 
let my right hand forget her cunning.” 

This psalm is a reminiscence of the Ba- 
bylonish « aptivity. Tho Jows had beon 
carrlod away Into bondage. They were God's 
choadu people, and were subjected to severe 
hardoehips and privations. They were oxtlos 
away from their native land. Thoy were 
humillated. Thoir captors asked them to 
sing a song of Zion, Thoy were asked nob 
in a gentle mannor to perform this service, 
bot ina sarcastic manner. They answer, 
How shall we sing the Lord’s song In a 
strange land ? There was a remarkable par- 
allel between the Jewlsh people and the 
Scottish people. God has protected them, | 
Ho has consolidated them, They were band- 
ed together In the bonds of friendship and 
love; thoy wore truly a clannish people. 
They were also banded together for purpos- 
ea of a practical character, to assist brother 
Scotchmen who ware In noed of help. To 
God shoald be given the praise for putting 
in your hearts auch a christian spirit, What 
was neoded in the world to-day, to a groab 
extent, was practical christlan help. Soob- 
land should be remembered because it has 
had a wonderfal history. 1b was an indus- 
trial country ; her people are and always 
have beea industrious, a hard worklog 
class of people. Scotland had an area of 
about 32,000 equare miles, bat a small por- 
tlon of this territory was of no use for agel- 
cultural purposes, the resources were nob 
great, and as a consequence the Ingenulty 
of the people had been called forth, The 
Olyde, the great shipyard place, was a hive 
of indastry. The mices and minerals, such 
as there are, have been wonderfally devel- 
oped, tho record was indeed a grand {ndus- 
trial one. In the early days of that country 
life was a great stroggle, but our forefathers 
gracefully ylelded to thelr lot. They 
exemplified the fact that men shall glve an 
equlvalent for their livelihoods. The social 
life of the Scottish people was one of sim 
pliclty. The spirit of hospitality was fos- 
tered toa high degree. In this connection 
they have been distingulshed as a people. 
In learning tho country has taken a high 
place, and many have maintaloed its digni- 
ty in this direction, Four great intellectual 
institations were established there, namely 
ab St. Andrew in 1411, at Glasgow in 1450, 
at Aberdeen in 1494 and ab Edinbargh In 
1592. These Institations of learning were 
doing great work, and to-day In them 
could be found young men from various 
countries, who were there to derive benefit. 
They have cultivated and fostered a true 
sense of manhood, They do there a grand 
work for God. The religious life ot Scot- 
land was another remarkable feature. 
What was this coantry’s attitude towards 
religion? Some centuries ago the people of 
that country were In a terrible atate. The 
people were under the thraldom of those 
who were opposed to the Protostant re- 
Iigion. God, however, had his eye upon 
the country, and ralsed op such men 
as Patrick Hamilton, John Knox, snd 
Wishart. Hamilton was, on account of his 
re'iglon, martyred by the church of Rome. 
Koox was a man of fron will and full of en- 
thuslasm ; he could nob be turned aside. 
He was a man of intense spiritual nature ; 
he Interceded most Imploringly for Scot- 
land ; his prayer was, ‘‘give me Scotland or 
1 die." Hacarrled the people with him. 
He was a breaker of images, he wished the 
people to come In contact withthe great high 
God. Scot’and owes Its spiritual conver- 
sion to John Knox. The religious history 
of Scotland was a checkered one. Some of 
the noblest men of that country had to 
sacrifice thelr lives In order to accomplish 
good, but the spiritual independence of the 
charch was at last vindicated. The author- 
ity of the word of God fs not now preached, 
The worship of God In the family is a char- 
acteristic of the Scottish people which has 
done much good. The religious instruction 
of the young has been one of the things 
which the church has insisted upon. Re- 
ligious instruction was imparted to the 
young by the fathers and mothers before 
Sabbath schools were established in the old 
land. Another characteristic is the nobility 
of the christian ministry. The Scottish 
people belleve in an ordained ministry, this 
{dea having made the country great. We 
have noble examples of God-fearing men, 
In conclusion he urged upon all the neces- 
alty of following Obrist, to be led and guld- 
ed by Him fa all things and eventually we 
reach the Heavenly land, 

The services were of an imposing charac- 
ter. The choir rendered two beautiful 
anthems, which were sung heartily and in 
good form. The alnging of the national 
authem brought the services to a close,

Prospects of a Good Wind-up in 
Cheese, 

The prospects sre fairly good for a 
healthy business in cheese between now 
and the next slx months of non-production, 
as Eogland has already used up an unusu- 
ally large proportion of ita home make of 
finest cheese ; and according to Jatest mail 
advices from England, a steady demand 
will be experlenced for Canadian goods, 
especially for finest qualities. Stocks here 
consist mainly of Octobers, although 
one firm here ts belleved to have 
a good stock of Septembers. Pretty 
well all the cheese held In the Ingersoll 
section have been secured, buyers paylog 
10hc freely, a lob of 1,200 boxes selling 
there within the past few days at 1040, and 
ib ls believed that at the end of the present 
week ail the large lots will be in second 
hands, The position of the market in Oan- 
ada is unquestionably very much firmer 
than {t wasa year ago, To begin with, the 
stock In Montreal Is estimated by compe- 
tent judges in the trade to be nob more 
than half what ft was a year ago ; and now 
that this week’s steamers, which are the 
last of the season, have left, taking out 
80,129 boxes, there does not remain in 
Canada within 25 per cenb. of the stocks 
held last year at this time. Although the 
market at the moment is qalet on the other 
side, there are plenty of orders on this mar- 
keb abt ls. below current rates ; any amount 
of finest goods could be sold*at 104c., but 
nothing can be touched under 10$9, the ma- 
jority of holders refusing to accept a frac- 
tlon under 10jfc, while some will not enter- 
tain anything under llc. The New York 
market Is firm at llc. for finest, with bual- 
ness ab that figure. 

Acoording to ths returns Iseued by 
Meesrs. Cunningham & Lemessurier, the 
total shipments of cheese at thle port from 
May lst to the close of navigation amount 
1,655,192 boxes against 1,381,458 boxes 
for the year previous, showing the large in- 
crease of 273,854 boxes. The total value 
of cheese shipped from this port during the 
past season of navigation was over 
$10,000,000, and the quantity still to go 
forward will bring the total value of 
our exports up to $11,000,000 and over. 
The Trade Bulletin bas repeatedly stated 
that as long as we send England tine cheese 
she will be able to absorb our fall prodao- 
tlon, which assertion ts pretty well demon: 
strated by the fact, that although Oanada 
bas turned oub the heaviest make in her 
history, she has less cheese on hand to-day 
than ab the corresponding perlod for years 
past.— Trade Bulletin,

SITUATION AT OTTAWA. 


THURSDAY MAY SEE THE CABINET 
SELECTED. 


Sir John Thompson Will at ao Early Date 
Montreal and 
Policy of 


Speak In Toronto and 
Will Then Foreshadow the 


His Goveroment 


Orrawa, Noy, 20.—The politioal situa- 
tion did not develop yeaterday much that is 
new. The most satisfactory thing of all 
was tho atatemont contained in a Tofonto 
paper yesterday that Sic John Thompson is 
unpledged, publicly or privately, on. the 
Manitoba school question, and that he is 
not going to jeopardize the chances of him- 
self or his party by intervention 

He will live up to the law and the oonsti- 
tution, and no more. The Roman Catholics 
in tho long run will have to make the fight 
in Manitoba for their rights, and those 
French-Canadians, whether Liberals or Con- 
sorvatives, who deny the applicability of 
the doctrine of provincial rights to this 
question will only bo courting fresh trouble 
for themselves hereafter, 

Manitoba is going to regulate her now 
schools, and Sir John Thompson or any 
other Conservative is not going to inter- 
fere. 

Sir John Thompson has accepted the 
premiership, knowing well that any policy 
of intervention would lose him the great 
bulk of the Ontario Conservatives. 

It is probable that Sir John will have 
his Cabinet pretty well solected by 
Thursday, but he has mado no direct 
offers to anyone as yet. But he knows 
where his likely men are, 

Sir John to Speak in Toronto and Montreal, 

As soon as the Cabinet is announced and 
things are in running order, Sir John 
Thompson will go to both Montreal and To- 
ronto and make a couplo of speeches, fore- 
shadowing the policy of his Government. 

There isa good doal of discussion over 
the proposal to bring in the new portfolio 
of Trade and Commorce and the Com- 

trollers of Customs and of Inland 
Revenue, 

As the law stands, these two offices may 
bo put under the Minister of Finance or 
the Minister of Trado and Commerce: If 
Hon. Mr, Foster became Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, with the two comptrollers 
under him, who will be Minister of Finanoa? 
No one has yet named the man. 

A suggestion has been thrown out that a 
better arrangement would be to wait until 
legislation could be got at the comin 
session, uniting the office of Minister o 
Trade and Commerce with the office of the 
Minister of Finance, and creating a new 
office, that of Minister of Customs and In- 
land Revenue with the two comptrollers 
under him, Sucha combination would be 
followed throughout the entire customs 
and Inland Revenue departments. 

Collectorships would be doubled up, 
running and building expenses would be 
cut down and a very substantial saving 
effected. 

It is now certain that Mr, Chapleau will 
go to Spencerwood, No other definite in- 
timations have been made to-night. 

Mr, Creighton of The Empire arrived in 
town to-day. 


SCHOOL QUESTION IN MANITOBA. 


It Will Bo Settled in tho Courts And Not 
By Politiciana 


Orrawa, Noy. 29.—W. F. Maclean, M.P., 
of The Toronto World is here. Ho was 
asked what he thought of the political 
situation. 

*‘As to my opinion, I may say I have no 
doubt as to Sir John Thompson's ability to 
form and lead the Government and his 
party, Just as Sir John Thompson had 
received the solid and loyal support 
of the Conservative members of Parliament, 
he would in the same way receive the sup- 
port of the rank and file of the party 
throughout the country, and especially in 
Ontario, where the people y= him 
better.” 

“What about the Manitoba school ques- 
tion’’? was asked. 

‘‘As far os Ioan gather the Manitoba 
school question isnot to ben disturbing one, 
notwithstanding the predictions of many 
nowspapersand politicians to the contrary. 
It will not get into Parliament this session, 
orthe next, It is purely a matter ot law 
and the interpretation of the constitution, 
and as such it will bo dealt with. 

‘‘As far as I am aware, Sir John Thomp- 
son has undertaken the ties of Prime 
Minister unpledged in regard” to the Mani- 
toba school question, and he will ask none 
of his colleagues to commit thomselves in 
any way on that subject. It will be settled 
in time in the courts and not by the politi- 
cians,” 

“Will there be many changes in the 
Cabinet?" 

“You had better ask Sir John Thompson 
that. Heknows, I don’t. But there is 
not going to be ao great deal of change in 
Ontario's representation in the Cabinet. 
Some new blood will be brought 
in from this Province, but how 
much I don't know. I would not be sur- 
prised to see Clarke Wallace join the Cabi- 
net and also John F. Wood of Brockville. 
I don’t expect to hear of Mr. Meredith en- 
tering the Ministry, although many poople 
in our province desire to see him there.” 


AUDIENCES ELECTHIFIED. 


Minister Foster's Able and Eloquent 
Exposition of Canadian Affairs, 


Orrawa, Noy, 29.—It is understood that 
Bis Excellency has had under consideration 
the second petition for clemenoy in the caso 
of Buck” Olsen, the Moncton murderer, 
now under sentence to be-hanged on Deo, 
1, and that he sees no reason to change the 
decision previously arrived at, and that the 
law must take its course,

days.

POLITICS IN MONTREAL. 


Elgin Myers, the Annexationist, Given a 


Bad Reception, 


Montreat, Noy. 20,—The meeting held 
here last night to discuss {he political fature 
of Canada resulted in a great gathering 
Botween sight and nine thousand people 
assembled at Sohmer Park and every part 
of the building was crowded to overflowing. 

Hundreds of people could not obtain ad- 
mission. When the speakers arrived there 
was great applause. ‘The speakers of the 
evéning Were: R. McGown of the Imperial 
Federation Leaguo, in favor of Impérial 
Fedoration; R. Lomieux, s partner of Mr. 
Mercier, in favor of Independence; J. T. 
Cardinal for the colonial system, and Elgin 
Myets, Q.C., Toronto, for annexation. 

All the speakers tnade tellitg addresses. 

Mr, Cardinal advocated the maintenance 
of the colonial “system as best for"the in- 
terests of all the peoplé and for the French- 
Canadians in particular. 

» Mr. Lemieux spoke strongly for an inde- 
pendent nation. 

Mr. McGown said Canada would be best 
benefited by a closer connection with the 
empire, and denounced all who ndvocated 
annexation as traitors worthy of being tied 
up toa lamppost, 

One portion of the gathering choered 
loudly at the sentiment, but there were 
hisses from others. 

Mr. Myers, the well-known annoxationist, 
who was the last speaker, met with a bad 
reception from one portion of the audience, 
whioh liissed him and cheered for Sir Oliver 
Mowat. 

The chairman, J. X. Perrault, called for 
order, but the hisses wore renewed, and it 
was only when some policemén were called 
in that order was restored, The chairman 
appealed fur British fair play and was loud- 
ly cheered. 

Mr. Myers proceeded with his speech, 
but was frequently interrupted by ques- 
tions and shouts, which were drowned in 
applause. There wasacry raised to put 
the men out, and a serious row was only 
prevented by the police. Mr, Myers, who 
stronly advocated the political union of 
Canada and the States, had considerable 
difficulty in proceeding with bis speech,|but 
finally managed to secure a hearing It 
was after 11 o'clock when he finished, and 
a vote was called on the question.

FRENCH GABINET UPSET. 


THE PANAMA CANAL AFFAIR DID THE 
WORK 


The Submission of the Interpellation of 


the Death of baron de Keinnoh 
Which the Ministry 


Accepted By Resigning. 


Panis, Nov. 29,.—MM. Foreyones and 
Vermoy submitted their interpellation 
regarding the death of Baron de Reinach 
to the Chamber of Deputies yesterday. 

Instead of responding, Premier Loulbet 
asked the Chamber to pass the Order of the 
Day pure andsimple. 

The Chamber rejected the reqneat. by a 
vote of 304 to 209. The ministers are now 
considering the «question of resigning. 

The members of the cabinet. went to the 
Palace of the Elysee, at 6 o'clock this even- 
ing and tendered their resignation to Presi- 
dent Carnot. 

In accepting their withdrawal from office, 
President Carnot asked them to continue to 
conduct the business of their respective 
offices until their successors shall have been 
appointed. 

Shortly after the ministers left the Pre- 
sident the official announcement of their 
resignation was made. 

The matter leadiog to the resignation of 
the Cabinet procecded thus: 

In the Chamber of Deputies M. Fereyones 
intimated strongly that Baron Reinach was 
not dead, that the burial was a sham 
and that his body was not in the coffin. 
The Government had made no inquiry. He 
demanded that the coffin he exhumed. 

M. Ricord, Minister of Justice, regret- 
ted that such accusations had been made 
and the intention was to bring discredit on 
the administration. He said the usual 
formalities had been observed in the burial 
of Baron Reinach’s body, The doctors had 
certified that death was from opatural 
causes.. The Parliament Committee was 
powerless to order an autopsy and he de- 
clined to institute judicial proceedings, us 
no crime had been committed. 

M. Brisson moved a resolution of regret 
that the Baron’s papers had not been offi- 
cially sealed immediately upon his death. 

M. Loubet said this would mean a lack of 
confidence in the Government. 

M. Maujau proposed an expression of 
confidence in the Government, but the Pro- 
mier would accept nothing else than the 
order of the day. 

By s vote of 304 to 219 the chamber re- 
jected the Promier’s motion to pass the 
order of the day, 

All the entare of the Cabinct then left 
the chamber in a body, amid great excite- 
ment. 

The Chamber then proceeded to 
adopt M. Brisson’s resolution of regret 
that Baron Reinach’s papers had nob been 
sealed immediately after his death, the vote 
standing 393 to 3. 

The Chamber adjourned until Thursday,

ROTHSCHILD'S SILVER POLICY. 


His Proposals Are to Still Further Reduce 
the Value of the White Metal. 


Brussers, Noy. 29.—Alfred de Roths- 
child, one of the British delegates, sub- 
mitted his 2 pete to the Monetary Con- 
ference yesterday afternoon. They cover Il 
printed octavo pages. 

Mr. de Rothschild argues at great length 
that bi-metalism in Great Britain is abso- 
lutely impossible, and suggests that the 
question arises whether it is not possible to 
extend the use of silver generally and b 
this means assist in checkiwg @ further f 
in value, 

Mr. de Rothschild said he did not claim 
that his proposals would prove a final solu- 
tion of the question, but he did claim that 
hey would prove a palliative. 

The European powers should combine to 


t 
buy an amount equal to £5,000,000 aesiing 


yearly for 5 years at 43d. If silver shoul 
rise aboye that price the purchases are to be 
immediately suspended. 

The proposals will be referred to a com- 
mittee, 

Tho Portuguese delegates have been in- 
atructed by their Government to aot in 
harmony with the British representatives. 
It is stated Mr, de Rothschild proposes to 
raise the legal tender of silver in England 
from £2 to £5. Groat importanoo attaches 
to this proposal, as it means that English 
£5 notes will be payable in silver. 

The document submitted by Alfred de 
Rothschild recalls the fact that the Bank 
of England in 1886 obtained the opinions 
of the directors on the subject of bi-metal- 
lism and he himself thon gave an opinion 
which was published in report of yal 
Commission, ; 

“IT refer thereto,” he says, ‘in order 
to remind you that the question 
was seriously discussed not many years ago, 
and I felt strongly on the subject then. 

“T have no reason to regret or modify m. 
views. Ihave since folt that a gold stand- 
ard in England {s an only possible one, and 
if we consider that her whole commerce and 
a great part of that of other countries is 
carried on by bills of oxohange on London, 
which are naturally payable in old, iv 
must be admitted the world generally trans- 
acta business on on gold basis, 
and that a double standard, with 
the oxception of a very modified 
form, does not exist even in those countries 
professing to pay in| either motal, 

“Whatever international agreement 
shovld be made and whatever ratio should 
be established, gold alone will always be 
chosen as the favorite medium of settling 
large debta or making large remittances, 
It would be impossible to romit large sume 
of silver abroad, owing to the bulk, Gold 
would bo sont oven if it had to be boughtat

“Apart from other considerations it 
avoma to me that a universal Arcane 
of the currency queation is impossible, As 
the wealth, resources and expenditures of 
no two counties are alike; it would be im.

Thoy keop coming In from tho lake In 
larger or smaller nambers all the month 
round, and, ao soon as the spawning is 
accomplished, retnra to the lake, 

Mr. Korr conclades his report by stating 
that several of the Bay of Qalnte fishermon 
have nothing to depend upon bat their 
selnes, and he sugyesta that another year 
thoy might make applloations for fishing 
with herring gill nets daring the month of 
November, so aa to be placed on the same 
footing as other fishormen {fn thab locality, 
This, ho concludes, would go a long way 
towards alloviating present excltement,ond 
in no way Interfore with the whitefish fish- 
ery.
